We,  the  Poor  Law  Board,  beg  leave  to  present  to  Your 
Majesty  tJie  fbUowing  B.eport  of  our  proceedings  during  the 
past  year. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state,  that  since  the  Poor  Law  Ezpenditorfr 
Amendment  Act  came  into  operation  the  sum  annually  expended  b«fbre^d 
fijT  "  Belief  to  the  Poor  "  has  very  largely  decreased,  and  that  jUSnJ^ 
this  expenditure  is  in  a  i^iTninifthing  ratio  when  compared  with  ^^'^  ^ 
ihe  population  and  wealth  of  the  countiy.  ment  Act. 

ThePoor  Law  Amendment  Actcame  intooperation  in  the  autumn  ^^^^^ 
cfl834.  During  the  twenty-two  years  preceding,  that  is^fromlSlS  '****' 
to  1834,  the  aggregate  sum  expended  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
in  England  and  Wales  was  143,110,8172.,  a  sum  equivalent  to 
an  annual  average  disbursement  of  6,605,0372.  In  the  subsequent 
twenty-five  years,  that  is,  fix)m  1836  to  1869,  the  aggregate 
sam  expended  was  129,226,8332.,  a  sum  equivalent  to  an  annual 
average  expenditure  of  6,169,0732.  Hence,  during  a  quarter 
of  a  century  there  has  been  an  average  annual  decrease  of 
1,333,9642.,  and  a  total  decrease  during  the  twenty-five  years  of 
33,399,1002. 

This  saving  has  been  effected  notwithstanding  the  heavy 
additional  burdens  which  have  been  imposed  upon  the  poor 
rates,  and  charged  in  the  item  ''  relief  to  the  poor,*^  since  1834. 
Two  of  these  burdens,  the  cost  of  the  new  union  workhouses 
and  the  salaries  of  the  paid  union  officers,  have  not  averaged  less 
than  800,0002.  a  year;  200,0002.  a  year  for  the  former,  and 
600,0002.  for  the  latter;  being  a  total  amount  of  20,000,0002. 
br  the  two  charges  together  during  the  twenty-five  years  in 
question* 

The  diminution  of  the  law  charges,  and  of  the  expenses  of  the 
removal  of  paupers,  since  1834,  has  been  a  marked  feature  in  the 
reoeat  administration  of  the  Poor  Law.  In  the  years  1833  and 
1834  these  expenses  averaged  266,6082.  per  annum ;  in  the  four 
following  years  they  averaged  148,9732.     In  subsequent  years 
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these  items  declined  still  more;  and  according  to  the  latest 
returns,  namely,  those  of  1857,  the  amount  was  only  80,733i.,  or 
less  than  one  third  of  the  average  expenditure  of  1833  and 
1834. 

Bdi^e^      ,  The  decrease,  if  viewed  in  relation  to  the  population,  is  equally 
"^     satisfactory. 

The  average  annual  population  from  1813  to  1834  was 
12,583,000 ;  the  rate  per  head  on  that  number  for  relief  was 
108.  4(2. ;  the  average  population  from  1835  to  1859  was 
17,087,297,  and  the  rate  per  head  68.  O^d.,  or  a  decrease  of 
49.  S^d.  per  head ;  that  is,  42  per  cent.  Had  the  expenditure 
from  1835  to  1859  remained  at  10^.  4c2.  per  head,  the  total  sum 
expended  in  relief  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  century  would 
have  been  220,705,900!.,  instead  of  129,226,8332.,  or  ninety-one 
miUiona  more  than  has  been  actually  expended. 

The  decrease  in  relation  to  the  wealth  of  the  country,  so  fiur 
as  any  comparison  can  be  instituted,  is  also  remarkable.  No 
strict  comparison  between  the  expenditure  for  relief  and  the 
income  of  the  country  is  practicable,  owing  to  the  fact  that  no 
accurate  statistics  exist  of  the  annual  profits  and  earnings  of 
the  people.  There  are,  however,  one  or  two  important  exponents 
of  the  wealth  of  the  community  with  which  the  relief  expen- 
diture may  be  compared.  The  first  is  the  annual  value  of  real 
property  assessed  to  the  property  tax.  The  property  tax  assess- 
ment (under  Schedule  A.)  falls,  very  nearly,  upon  the  same  pro- 
perty as  that  upon  which  the  poor  rate  is  levied.  In  1815  the 
assessment  in  question  was  51,898,4232. ;  the  average  «xpen» 
diture  for  relief  in  the  three  years  1814,  1815,  and  1816  was 
5,812,7552.,  which  was  equal  to  a  rate  of  2a.  3c2.  in  the  pound  on 
the  property  tax  assessment.  In  1857  the  annual  value  of  real 
property  was  103,496,2532.;  the  average  expenditure  for  relief 
in  the  three  years  1856,  1857,  and  1858  was  5,778,6622.  or, 
la.  l^d.  in  the  pound.  It  will  be  thus  seen  that  a  decrease  of 
50  per  cent,  had  taken  place  in  the  latter  as  compared  with  the 
former  period. 

The  second  mode  of  instituting  a  comparison  is  the  declared 
value  of  imports  and  exports  of  the  United  Kingdom,  by 
which  the  expansion  of  trade,  commerce,  and  manufactures  is 
indicated.  During  the  five  years  ended  on  the  31st  December 
1833  the  declared  value  was  on  the  average  83,567>4822. ;  the 
average  expenditure  for  relief  during  the  five  nearest  parochial 
years,  that  is,  from  1830  to  1834,  was  6,754,5912.  Had  this  sum 
been  raised  by  a  tax  upon  the  imports  and  exports  it  would 
have  required  a  levy  of  la.  7Jd.  in  the  pound.  But  during  the 
five  years  ended  with  1858  the  average  declared  value  had  risen 
to  295,718,8317. ;  the  average  relief  of  the  five  years  ended  at 
Lady-day  J  859  was  5,845,9802.,  or  4|c2.  in  the  pound  only  on  the 
declared  value  of  the  imports  and  exports.  Regarded  through 
this  medium,  the  poor-rate  expenditure  has  decreased  upwards  of 
75  per  cent. 
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A  minor  but  perhaps  not  less  interesting  exponent  of  the 
coiintiy's  wealth  is  found  in  the  amount  of  deposits  in  the  savings 
banks  of  England  and  Wales. 

In  the  three  years  1832,  1833,  and  1834  the  average  amount 
of  deposits  and  interest  in  the  savings  banks  of  England 
and  Wales  was  15,697,354{. ;  the  average  relief  in  the  three 
parochial  years  1832,  1833,  and  1834  was  6,715,0082.  Thus, 
for  12.  annually  spent  in  relief,  22.  6$,  9d,  had  been  accumulated 
in  the  savings  banks.  But  in  the  three  years  1855,  ,1856,  and 
1857  the  deposits  and  interest  had  risen  to  an  average  of 
36,830,7952.,  and  the  relief  for  the  three  parochial  years  1855, 
1856,  and  1857  was  on  the  average  5,931»0142. ;  so  that  for  12. 
yearly  paid  in  relief  62. 4«.  2(2.  had  been  placed  in  the  savings 
banks.  The  accumulated  savings  had  gained  upon  the  annual 
relief  in  a  ratio  nearly  threefold. 

A  consideration  of  these  £EkCts  and  figures  would  appear  to 
show  conclusively  that  the  expenditure  for  the  relief  of  llie  poor 
is,  as  shown  imder  the  relations  just  adverted  to,  about  two 
thirds  less  than  it  was  previously  to  the  passing  of  the  Poor 
Law  Amendment  Act,  and  this  decrease  it  will  be  remembered 
has  taken  place  notwithstanding  the  large  items  of  additional 
cost  to  which  we  have  adverted. 

We  desire  now  to  submit,  as  in  former  reports,  statements 
Bhowing  the  condition  of  pauperism  during  the  past  year. 

The  sum  of  5,558,6892.  was  expended  for  the  relief  of  the  BxM^too 
poor  during  the  year  which  ended  the   25th  of  March  1859,  during  the

For  the  pur- 
pose, then,  of  showing  the  average  numbers  at  one  time  in 
receipt  of  relief  during  the  whole  year,  both  in  the  unreturned 
and  the  returned  places,  we  have  taken  the  mean  of  the  numbers 
in  receipt  of  relief  on  the  1st  of  July  and  the  1st  of  January 
respectively. 

The  result  of  this  estimate  for  .each  year  from  1849  (being 
the  first  year  for  which  it  can  be  given)  to  1859  appears 
in  the  following  Table,  which  may  be  taken  as  exhibiting 
the  pauperism  of  England  and  Wales.

The  decrease  in  the  average  number  of  paupers  of  all  classes  in 
receipt  of  relief  at  one  time  in  1859,  as  compared  with  1849,  is 
20*5  per  cent. ;  and  as  regards  able-bodied  paupers  the  decrease 
in  1859,  as  compared  with  1849,  is  40*7. 

The  returns  of  pauperism  in  the  Appendix  at  pp.  169-192 
do  not  necessarily  show  the  distinction  which  exists  between 
the  condition  of  the  in-door  and  the  out-door  pauper. 

The  inmate  of  a  workhouse  is  clothed,  fed,  and  lodged,  and  has 
all  his  wants  supplied  in  the  establishment,  at  the  exclusive  cost 
of  the  rates. 

The  case  is  diflTerent,  however,  with  the  out-door  pauper.  He 
may  occupy  a  house,  and  pay  a  rent  for  it.  The  relief,  or 
rather  assistance  afforded  to  him,  is  generally  in  money  or  kind ; 
and  is  frequently  only  of  a  temporary  character ;  the  occasion 
for  requiring  it  being  his  own  sickness,  or  that  of  some  member 
of  his  family.  Sometimes  the  assistance  afforded  is  confined  to 
medical  relief  alone ;  or  to  providing  an  outfit  and  premium  on 
the  apprenticing  of  a  child,  or  an  outfit  upon  a  child's  entering 
into  service. 
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There  is  also  another  point  in  coi^iexion  with  the  returns  up6n 
which  it  is  desirable  to  preyent  misapprehension.  On  refer* 
enoe  to  the  return  at  page  ISl  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a 
large  number  of  able-bodied  paupers  relieved  out  of  the  work* 
housa  In  629  unions  returns  are  made  to  the  Board  according 
to  the  form  prescribed  by  the  (General  Order  for  keeping  accounts^  • 
Trhich  reckons  the  children  of  able-bodied  paupers  residing  with 
them  in  the  nimiber  of  the  able-bodied.  In  these  unions  it 
appears  that  there  were  on  the  Ist  of  January  1860/»  314,391 
out-door  able-bodied  paupers,  of  whom 

26,286  only  were  adult  males. 
85,151  ,j  females. 

202,954  children  under  16. 

The  proportionate  numbers,  therefore,  may  be  taken  as  one  adult 
man,  three  adult  women,  and  eigkt  children  under  16  years  of 
age. 

Of  the  26,286  adult  males,  it  will  be  observed  that  24,605 
w^ere  relieved  on  account  of  sickness,  accident,  or  infirmity ; 
and  that  1,687  were  relieved  on  account  of  the  want  of  work 
and  other  causes ;  and  94  only  on  account  of  sudden  and  urgent 
necessity.

The  South  District,  which  comprises  all  the  Unions  to  the  south 
of  the  Thames,  does  not  exhibit  results  so  fitvourable  as  the  other 
parts  of  the  Metropolis. 
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We  have  caused  the  lists  of  lunatics,  idiots,  and  other  persons  |nMne 
of  unsound  mind  chargeable  to  the  poor  rates  on  the  1st  January  ut^Konaiy 
1859,  to  be    tabulated.     The  importance  of  the  information  *®®^* 
contsdned  in  the  lists  induced  us  to  incorporate  the   Return 
with  the  series  which  we  periodically  present  to  Parliament 
under  the    title    of  "  Poor   Rates    and   Pauperism,"      It  was 
published  in  October  last  as  "  Return  (E) — Insane  Paupers ;" 
the   principal   summaries   are    reprinted  at   page   266   of   the 
Appendix. 

It  appears  from  these  that  in  645  unions  and  single  parishes 
under  Boards  of  Guardians,  there  were  30^318  insane  paupers, 
of  whom  21,432  were  lunatics  and  8,886  idiots.  The  whole 
number  of  paupers,  indusive  of  the  insane,  was  on  the  same 
day  867,543. 

In  regard  to  the  sexes,  it  will  be  seen  that  13,389  were  males, 
and  16,929  females.

The  average  number  of  children  in  Workhouse  Schools  is 
26,513  ;  in  19  separate  Union  or  Parochial  Schools  4,381 ;  and 
in  6  District  Schools  2,682 ;  making  a  total,  as  shown  above, 
of  33,576  children  under  instruction.  We  are  sensible,  however, 
of  the  great  advantages  of  separate  and  of  District  Schools,  as 
compared  with  Schools  forming  parts  of  Workhouses ;  and  we 
avail  ourselves  of  every  suitable  opportunity  for  promoting  the 
establishment  of  the  former  classes  of  schools. 

We  have  received  from  om*  Inspector,  Mr.  Farnall,  a  brief 
report  on  the  District  and  Workhouse  Schools  of  the  Metropolis. 
He  observes, — 

*'  The  marked  decrease  of  pauperism,  which  is  still  progressing 
throughout  the  Metropolitan  districts,  will  satisfactorily  ac- 
count to  your  Board  for  a  proportionate  diminution  in  the 

"  number  of  cluldi-en   receiving  education  in  the  District  and 

"  Workhouse  Schools. 

"  It  is  shown  at  page  14  of  your  annual  Beport  for  1858-59, 
"  that  6,900  children  were  then  receiving  a  moral,  mental,  and 
"  industrial  training  in  those  establishments  imder  efBcient  in- 
"  structors,  but  there  are  now  only  6,268  children  being  similarly 
"  educated. 

^'  The  useful  and  suitable  branches  of  industry,  specified  in 
"  my  last  report  to  your  Board  as  bebig  actively  practised  in 
"  the  schools,  are  still  closely  pursued,  and  the  number  of 
*^  children,  who  are  thus  instructed,  has  increased.     There  are  at 

present  3,299  children  being  diligently  trained  in  industry, 
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^  and  I  may  add  tliat  mtiaic^  to  fit  boys  for  the  bands  of  the 
^'  aimy  or  navy,  has  proved  a  singularly  successful  experiment. 

^  During  the  year  ended  Christmas  1859,  382  children  were 
^'  sent  to  carefully  selected  places  of  service  firom  the  Central 
^  London,  North  Surrey,  and  South  Metropolitan  District 
*'  Schools,  and  it  will  a^ord  you  great  gratification  to  learn 
"  that  an  extremely  small  number  of  these  children  lost  their 
''  situations  through  any  misconduct  of  their  own. 

"  The  managers  of  these  valuable  establishments  have,  I  am 
^  assured,  endeavoured  at  all  times  to  conduct  them  with  strict 
**  economy,  and  the  accurate  supervision  which  they  have  in- 
*^  stituted  is  now  securing  for  the  ratepayers  and  the  children 
''  the  maintenance  of  a  careful  and  salutaiy  system  of  expendi- 
"  ture ;  there  was  a  marked  decrease  of  outlay  last  year,  as 
"  compared  with  that  of  the  year  ended  Lady-day  1856,  when 
"^  it  became  necessary  for  me  to  bring  this  essential  subject 
''*  imder  the  consideration  of  the  managers. 

**  In  the  cost  of  the  rations  of  the  officers  of  the  three  District 
*'  Schools  there  has  been  a  saving  of  29  '1  per  cent.,  which  was 
''  mainly  effected  by  a  wholesome  reformation  in  the  manage* 
"  ment  of  the  Central  London  Schools ;  in  the  North  Surrey 
""  Schools  there  has  been  a  saving  of  23*0  per  cent,  on  the  annual 
"  cost  of  maintaining  and  clothing  each  child;  in  the  South 
"  Metropolitan  Schools  9 '  1  per  cent,  was  so  saved ;  and  in 
''  the  Central  London  Schools  20*5  per  cent,  was  saved  on  a 
"  nmilar  expenditure. 

"  But^  notwithstanding  the  important  saving  thus  satisSsu;- 
''  torily  and  rapidly  accomplished,  the  average  annual  cost  for 
"  the  maintenance  and  clothing  of  each  child  in  the  three  Dis- 
''  kict  Schools  for  the  year  ended  September  1859  was  (inde* 
''  pendently  of  all  common  charges)  8{.  9«.  9c2.  or  3s.  3^a.  per 
'*  week ;  the  saving,  therefore,  great  as  it  has  been,  admits^  as 
''  it  seems  to  me,  of  a  still  further  extension.'' 

The  great  increase  of  the  population  in  the  Fort  of  Hartlepool  FormUtoB 
and  its  neighbourhood  in  the  county  of  Durham  during  the  last  f^^ihwi 
few  years  rendered  the  arrangements  in  force  for  the  relief  of^°**^* 
the  poor  therein  inconvenient  and  unsatisfactory.    We,  therefore, . 
deemed  it  necessary  to  divide  the  Stockton  Union,  which  pre- 
viously comprised  that  port,  and  to  form  a  new  Union  termed 
the  Hartlepool  Union.     The  order  for  its  formation  came  into 
(^>eration  on  the  25th  of  March  1859  ;  the  particulars  are  shown 
in  the  Appendix,  page  312. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  been  assisted  to  emigrate  Emigniioii. 
under  the  orders  of  the  Board  during  the  last  year  was  only  95, 
and  though  we  are  aware  of  some  other  instances  where  aid  ' 
was  given  without  our  order,  and  therefore  irregularly  and 
illegally,  still  we  must  consider  that  at  present  -emigration  cannot 
he  considered  as  any  practical  remedial  measure  for  the  repression 
of  pauperism.

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Vaccfautton.  A  siunmary  of  the  Ketums  reoeiyed  from  the  several  Unions 
and  Parishes  in  England  and  Wales,  of  the  number  of  persons^ 
vaccinated  by  the  public  vaccinators  during  the  year  ended  at 
Michaelmas  1859,  shows  the  number  to  have  been  455,349,  out 
of  which  the  vaccination  has  been  successful  in  445,020  cases. 
See  App.  page  315. 

Workhouaes  We  have  affixed  our  seal  to  the  plans  of  new  workhouses 
]^^  for  the  following  Unions :  viz..  East  Grinstead  for  260  inmates, 
Helmsley  for  54,  Penistone  for  120,  Rochdale  for  130,  Swansea 
for  350,  and  Bristol*  for  1,160  inmates ;  and  to  plans  of  school- 
houses  for  the  City  of  Exeter  and  for  the  Portsea  Island  Union ; 
and  also  to  plans  for  the  enlargement  or  improvement  of  the 
workhouses  of  the  following  Unions  and  Parishes :  viz.,  Alston 
with  Qarrigill,  Brentford,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Cardiff,  Colchester, 
Cosford,  East  Hampstead,  Greenwich,  Kingston  (Surrey),  Keyn- 
sham,  Lambeth,  Manchester  and  for  its  School  at  Swinton, 
Rochdale,  Bomford,  Sheffield,  Saint  Leonard  Shoreditch  and 
for  the  School  of  the  same  Parish  at  Brentwood,  Southampton^ 
Ticehurst,  Totnes,  Torrington,  Uckfield,  Warwick,  Wem,  and 
Windsor.  We  have  also  affixed  our  seal  to  plans  of  new  Board 
Boom  Offices  for  the  Township  of  Leeds,  and  for  the  Hamlet  of 
Mile  End  Old  Town. 

Beiigioui  We  have  to  observe  that  on  the  23d  of  August  last  we  issued 
of  orphan'*  an  Order  upon  the  subject  of  the  religious  instruction  of  orphan 
2*^|^5J^  children  in  Workhouses  who  have  no  known  or  ascertained  god- 
^"•w"*       fibther  or  godmother. 

The  order  in  question  was  framed  simply  with  a  \\ew  of 
extending  to  such  children  the  same  amount  of  religious  freedom 
as  is  secured  to  other  children  in  the  Workhouse  by  the  express 
provisions  of  the  Act  4  &  5  Will.  4.  a  76.  s.  19.  A  copy  of 
the  order  in  question,  together  with  an  explanatory  letter,  is 
inserted  in  the  Appendix,  page  29-34. 

Qiuaifica.  The  establishment  of  the  General  Medical  Council  and  the 
Hedioai  system  of  registration  for  all  membera  of  the  medical  profession, 
^^''*^®"'  together  with  the  alteration  of  the  law  in  reference  to  the 
qualification  of  such  persons  to  practise  in  all  parts  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions,  enabled  us  to  reconsider  the  General 
Ordera  of  the  Board  regarding  the  qualification  of  medical 
officers  for  imions  and  parishes.  We,  therefore,  framed  another 
order  requiring,  in  general  terms,  that  all  medical  officers 
besides  being  registered  should  possess  a  legal  qualification  to 
practise  both  medicine  and  surgery  in  England  and  Wales, 
issuing  from  some  competent  legal  authority  in  Great  Britain 
or  Ireland. 


*  The  plans  approved  of  in  1856  for  enlarging  the  Bristol  Workhouse  have  been 
abandoned. 
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In  the  ciicular  letier  which  accompanied  the  order  we 
pointed  out  the  several  public  bodies  in  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland  who  were  authorized  to  confer  such  qualifica- 
tions, according  to  the  advice  with  which  the  General  Medical 
Council  at  their  meeting  in  August  last  had  favoured  us  upon 
our  request 

Some  other  bodies  have  represented  to  us  that  they  are  also 
empowered  to  grant  similar  q^Ufications.  but  a^  we  had  not  been 
able  to  obtain  further  advice  from  the  Qeneral  Medical  Council, 
whose  next  sitting  will  not  take  place  until  next  autumn,  we  did 
not  think  it  correct  to  insert  the  names  of  these  bodies  in  that 
letter.  At  the  same  time,  however,  we  intimated  that,  though 
not  mentioned  therein,  their  diplomas  or  licences,  if  legally 
sufficient,  would  be  available  under  the  terms  of  the  Qeneral 
Order. 

A  copy  of  this  order  and  of  the  circular  letter  which  accom* 
panied  it  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  page  35  -40. 

In  OUT  last  report  we  stated  that  we  had  issued  orders  to  four  Appoint. 
boards   of  guardians  in  the  metropolis  requiring  them  to  appoint  Auditor  in 
auditors,  and  that  three  of  them  had  accordingly  made  appoint-  of  saiot^ 
ments  of  such  officers ;  but  that  the  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  JgJJ^"^ 
parish  of  Saiat  James  Westminster  had  declined  to  do  so.     We 
were,  therefore,  compelled  to  take  proceedings  by  an  application 
to  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  for  a  mandamus  requiring  them  to 
make  the  appointment.    The  writ  was  granted,  and  a  return 
having  been  filed  in  answer,  that  Court  after  argument  gave 
judgment  in  favour  of  the  Crown,  and  the  defendants  having 
brought  a  writ  of  error,  the  Court  of  Exchequer  Chamber  in  the 
sittings  after  Trinity  Term  last  affirmed  that  judgment.    The 
guardians  have  since  appointed  an  auditor. 

We  Lave  not  in  our  recent  reports  referred  specially  to  what  Legal 
may  be  termed  the  legal  branch  of  poor  law  administration ;  nfPoor Lav 
and  we  therefore  propose  briefly  to  state  the  nature  of  the  legal  tl^Stonl*' 
and  judicial  functions  exercised  by  the  Poor  Law  Board. 

The  cases  in  which  the  Board  exercise  a  judicial  function  fall 
chiefly  within  the  following  classes : — 

1.  Questions  relating  to  the  settlement,  removal,  or  charge- 
ability  of  paupers ;  which  may  be  brought  before  the  Board  in 
two  Afferent  ways. 

First,  they  may  be  submitted,  by  the  mutual  agreement  of  the 
parties  interested,  for  the  decision  of  the  Board,  either  under  the 
Act  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  110.  a  4.,  or  under  the  later  Act,  14  &  15 
Vict,  a  105.  s.  12.  If  this  be  done,  we  require  the  parties  to 
agree  upon  the  facts,  and  also  upon  the  precise  question  which 
they  wish  the  Board  to  decide,  and  to  set  them  out  in  a  state- 
ment jointly  signed. 
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But,  secondly,  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  fiicts,  the 
question  may  be  raised  before  the  Board  by  way  of  appeal 
against  the  auditor's  decision  with  respect  to  the  allowance  or 
disallowance  of  the  charge  for  the  pauper's  relief  in  the  union 
accounts.  In  such  a  case,  the  auditor  states  his  reasons  in  the 
book  of  account,  and  if,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
appeal,  the  Board  find  it  necessary  to  investigate  the  facts,  they 
do  so  either  by  correspondence  or  (as  has  occurred  in  some  few 
instances)  by  means  of  an  examination  on  oath,  conducted  by 
the  inspector. 

The  aid  which  is  rendered  to  the  guardians,  overseers,  and 
ratepayers  by  the  Board  in  the  determination  of  these  cases;, 
which  are  very  numerous,  and  of  daily  occurrence,  is  important^ 
both  in  £BU3ilitating  the  administration  of  the  law,  and  in  saving 
expense. 

All  the  questions  thus  raised,  whether  of  disputed  fact  or  of 
doubtful  law,  are  of  a  kind  which  would  (or  might)  have  been 
taken  either  to  the  quarter  sessions  or  to  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench,  if  they  had  not  been  brought  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board ;  and,  consequently,  if  they  were  withdrawn  from  that 
jurisdiction,  the  parties  would  be  again  thrown  back  upon  the 
tedious  and  costly  litigation  of  the  sessions  or  the  superior 
court. 

The  beneficial  effect  of  this  exercise  of  the  Board's  jurisdic- 
tion may  be  in  some  degree  indicated  by  the  fact  of  the  laige 
diminution  which  has  taken  place  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this 
kind  brought  before  those  Courts. 

It  is  not  easy  to  estimate  the  cost  of  the  litigation  involved 
in  these  cases ;  but  we  may  state  that  the  total  expendi- 
ture out  of  the  Poor  Kate  for  law  costs  in  the  last  year  pre- 
ceding the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  (i.  e.  the  year  ended  at 
Lady-day  1834)  throughout  England  and  Wales  amounted  to 
258,6042. ;  whilst  the  expenditure  for  the  same  purpose  in  the 
year  ended  at  Lady-day  1857  was  only  80,7332. ;  showing  a  re- 
duction of  no  less  a  sum  than  178,0002.  per  annum,  which  is 
attributable,  no  doubt,  in  some  degree,  both  to  amendments  in  the 
law  and  to  improvements  in  its  administration,  but  also  (and  to 
a  considerable  extent)  to  the  direct  action  of  the  Board,  as  well 
in  determining  judicially  the  cases  within  their  jurisdiction  as 
in  affording  legal  advice  generally  when  applied  to  by  the 
guardians,  overseers,  and  others. 

2.  Appeals  against  the  decisions  of  the  district  auditors,  in 
allowing,  disallowing,  or  surcharging  items  in  the  union  and 
parish  accounts. 

These  appeals  may  be  brought  under  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  1 01.  ss.  35 
and  36,  and  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  91.  a4. ;  and  they  require  the 
Board  to  consider  two  questions ;  first,  whether  the  auditor's 
decision  is  lawful ;  and  if  it  is,  then,  secondly,  whether  the 
circumstances  are  such  as  to  justify  the  Board  in  remitting  the 
surcharge  or  disallowance  on  equitable  grounds. 
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There  is  an  alt^native  right  of  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench  in  these  cases,  as  regards  the  lawfulness  of  the  auditor's 
dedfflon ;  but  as  the  appeal  to  that  Court  necessarily  involves 
considerable  expense,  and  as  the  equitable  jurisdicti(m  of  the 
Boards  enabling  them  to  relieve  the  appellant  from  the  con- 
sequences of  a  lawful  surcharge  or  disallowance,  is  not  possessed 
by  that  Court,  the  appeals  to  it  are  very  few,  and  nearly  all  the 
appeals  against  the  auditor's  decisions  are  in  fisu^t  addressed  to 
the  Board. 

• 

3.  Questions  relating  to  the  election  of  guardians,  where  the 
right  of  any  elected  guardian  to  act  is  disputed  imder  6  Js  6  Vict, 
c  67.  B.  8. 

In  these  cases  the  Board  are  called  upon  to  investigate  the 
facts  (which  they  frequently  do  by  means  of  an  inquiry  on  oath, 
conducted  by  an  inspector),  and  to  decide  the  matter  in  dispute, 
with  due  regard  both  to  the  facts  and  to  the  law.  There  are 
generally  several  of  these  cases  every  year,  and  some  of  them  of 
a  very  difficult  and  intricate  character,  especially  as  regards  the 
facts  and  the  evidence,  as  they  usually  involve  much  local 
excitement  and  ill-feeling. 

Besides  the  cases  thus  directly  dealt  with  under  that  Statute, 
the  Board  are  frequently  asked  for  their  advice  or  opinion  on 
questions  connected  with  the  election  of  Quardians,  for  the  in* 
formation  or  guidance  of  the  various  officers  and  persons  interested ; 
and  they  are  also  called  upon  to  issue  orders  for  the  supply  of 
Tacancies,  which  often  involve  preliminary  legal  questions  with 
regard  to  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy  and  the  propriety  of 
^ffsqiing  the  order. 

Besides  those  cases  in  which  the  Board  act  as  a  judicial  tri* 
bunal,  there  is  a  variety  of  matters  or  occasions  on  which  their 
legal  advice  or  assistance  is  required  or  sought  for  by  the  persons 
engaged  or  interested  in  the  practical  administration  of  the  law- 
Among  these  the  following  may  be  mentioned :  — 

1.  Questions  of  all  kinds  relating  to  the  interpretation  and 
execution  of  the  law,  as  well  as  of  the  orders  of  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners  and  of  the  Poor  Law  Board,  which  are  asked  by 
guardians,  overseers,  union  and  parish  officers,  ratepayers,  paupers, 
and  others,  where  a  dispute  or  a  difficulty  arises ;  and  they  form 
a  large  and  important  branch  of  the  correspondence. 

2,  Various  matters  involving  a  mixture  of  law  and  adminis* 
tration,  such  as  the  orders  which  the  Board  are  called  upon  to 
issue  under  the  Yestries  Act,  13  &  14  Vict.  c.  57,  the  parochial- 
ization  of  extra-parochial  places  under  19  &  20  Vict  c.  10.,  the 
burial  of  the  poor,  vaccination,  registration,  the  education  of  pauper 
children,  the  maintenance  of  pauper  lunatics  in  asylums,  and  many 
others,  amongst  which  must  be  included  the  cases  occurring  under 
the  late  Act  for  the  payment  of  debts  by  boards  of  guardians^ 
22  &  23  Vict  c.  49  ;  and  the  cases,  which  are  of  continual  re- 
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currence,  of  costs  of  prosecutions  by  boards  of  guardians,  as  to 
which  the  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  101.  a  59.  requires  the  Poor  Law  Board 
to  direct  the  mode  in  which  they  shall  be  charged  in  the  union 
accounta 

3.  Amendments  of  the  law  and  of  the  oixlers  of  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners  or  Poor  Law  Board,  which  orders,  being  acts  of 
subsidiary  legislation  with  the  force  of  statutes,  form  in  fact 
part  and  parcel  of  the  law. 

4.  Instructional  circulars,  expository  of  the  law  or  of  the  course 
to  be  taken  in  carrjdng  it  into  effect ;  such,  for  instance,  as  the 
circular  of  last  year  on  the  rating  of  tithes. 

Auditor  We  consider  it  desirable  to  refer  upon  the  present  occasion 

Aooountl     somewhat    in   detail   to    that   branch    of    our    administration 

which  relates   more  strictly   to    the  audit   of  the  Poor    Law 

expenditure. 

Previously  to  the  passing  of  the  Statute  7  &  8  Vict.  clOl. 
in  August  1844,  each  Board  of  Guardians  elected  its  own 
auditor ;  and  at  that  period  there  were  452  officers  of  that 
class. 

The  mode  of  proceeding  and  the  practice  of  so  large  a  number 
.  of  auditors,  although  subordinate  to  statutoiy  authority,  and  to 
.the  general  regulations  of  the  Board,  exhibited  great  diversity. 
But  little  supervision  could,  comparatively,  be  exercised  over 
them,  and  although  they  undoubtedly  rendered  great  public 
service,  yet  it  was  evident  that  the  system  was  susceptible  of 
much  improvement. 

After  the  passing  of  that  Statute,  districts  were  formed,  and  an 
auditor  was  nominated  and  elected  for  each  district. 

The  favourable  anticipations  of  the  results  of  this  change 
were,  we  believe,  fully  realized ;  many  illegal  practices  were  then 
for  the  first  time  checked,  the  accounts  were  more  strictly 
investigated,  and  a  system  of  auditing  the  expenditure  of  the 
rates  upon  more  uniform  principles  was  gradually  established. 

In  1851  the  Board  deemed  it  necessary  to  bring  more  imme- 
diately under  their  control  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of 
district  auditors  were  performed,  and  they  then  selected  one 
of  their  inspectors  whose  attention  was  directed  almost  exclu- 
sively to  the  supervision  of  the  proceedings  of  the  auditors. 

The  district  auditors  are  49  in  number.  There  are  also  5 
auditors  for  certain  of  the  parishes  in  the  Metropolis  governed 
under  Local  Acts. 

These  54  auditors  audit  the  accounts  of  the  collection  and 
disbursement  of  all  monies  raised  by  means  of  the  Poor  Rate, 
whether  actually  expended  in  the  relief  of  the  poor,  or  for  such 
other  purposes  as  that  rate  may  be  lawfully  applied  to. 

The  sum  thus  raised  and  collected  for  the  year  ended  at  Lady- 
day  1859  waA  8,434,788?. 
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The  officers  who  are  engaged  in  raising,  collecting,  or  dis- 
bursing the  poor  rate  are : —

Giving  a  total  of  22,975  officei-s  who  personally  attend  before 
the  auditors  each  half-year,  and  submit  their  respective  accounts 
for  audit. 

Each  officer  keeps  a  distinct  set  of  account.^,  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations.  The  total  number  of  sets  of  accounts 
is  theiefora  22,975. 

The  number  of  books  of  accounts  kept  and  submitted  to  the 
auditorfi  by  each  class  of  officers  is  as  follows :  —

It  follows  that  at  least  109,546  distinct  books  of  account 
are  submitted  to  the  auditors  half  yeaily,  or  219,092  annually.

If  allowance  be  made  for  reports  of  a  special  character,  it  may 
be  safely  said  that  not  less  than  6,000  reports  are  made  by  the 
auditors  half  yearly,  or  12,000  annually. 

The  reix)rts  upon  "  Union  Officers'  Books  "  show  the  state  in 
which  each  book  is  presented  to  the  auditor,  and  sets  forth 
any  defect,  either  in  fonn  or  substance,  that  he  may  have 
observed  when  examining  it. 

The  reports  upon  the  "  Books  of  Parochial  Officers  "  show  the 
imperfections  noted  by  the  auditor,  as  well  as  any  neglect  of 
the  regulations  on  the  part  of  the  officers  which  may  have 
attracted  his  attention. 
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The  reports  upon  ^  Disallowances,  kc"  fihow  what  Bums  liave 
been  illegally  expended,  and  what  the  auditor  has  to  reoover,  if 
his  proceedings  be  not  reversed,  or  if  the  amount  be  not  remitted 
by  the  Board.    . 

The  reports  on  "  Recovery  of  Money  "  show  what  illegal  ex- 
penditure has  been  repaid  to  the  treasurer. 

The  reports  on  "  B(mds  "  show  whether  the  officers  have  given 
security,  and  whether  proof  has  been  produced  that  their  sureties 
are  living  and  solvent. 

These  reports  lead  to  a  very  voluminoas  correspondence  with 
the  local  boards,  and  with  the  union  and  parish  officers.  They 
necessitate  8^)ecial  visits  of  inspection,  and  occasion  formal 
inquiries  into  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  are  kept,  and 
into  the  conduct  of  accounting  officers. 

Lesidaftion.  We  have,  lastly,  to  refer  to  the  statute  22  Vict  a  29.  which 
tt  Viet.  0.29.  continues  the  chargeability  of  irremovable  poor  upon  the  common 

fund  of  the  union  until  the  30th  day  of  September  next  and  to  the 
ts  A  28  Vict,  end  of  the  then  next  session  of  parliament ;  and  to  the  22  &;  23 
^  **"  Vict,  a  44  which  continued  the  Act  for  the  exemption  of  stock 

in  trade  fix>m  rating  until  1st  of  October  1862,  and  thence  to  the 

end  of  the  next  session  of  parliament. 

22128  Vict.  The  statute,  22  &  23  Yict.  c.  49.,  has  been  passed  in  consequence 
of  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  Chamber  in  the  late 
case  of  "  Waddington  v.  The  City  of  London  Union,"  reported 
in28L,J.RM.C.  113.  &E.B.&E.370.,  by  which  it  was  held 
that  boards  of  guardians  could  not  make  legal  orders  of  contri- 
bution upon  the  parishes  in  their  unions  for  the  payment  of 
debts  previously  incurred. 

This  statute  contains  provisions  to  define  and  limit  the  period 
during  which  debts  thereafter  incurred  by  boards  of  guardians 
or  district  boards  of  management  may  be  paid,  and  it  also  makes 
special  provision  in  respect  of  debts  incurred  before  the  passing 
of  the  Act. 

Sect.  1.  provides  that  in  future  every  debt,  claim,  or  demand 
shall  be  paid  within  the  half  year  in  which  it  shall  have  been 
incurred  or  become  due,  or  within  three  months  after  the  ex- 
piration of  such  half  year,  but  not  afterwarda,  power  being  given 
to  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  extend  the  time  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  twelve  months  after  the  date  of  such  debt,  claim,  or 
demand. 

Sect.  2.  provides  for  the  payment  of  debts  incurred  before  the 
passing  of  the  Act. 

Sect.  3.  provides  for  the  pajrment  of  loans  where  the  poor 
rates  have  been  charged  by  way  of  security.  Sect  4.  refers  to 
cases  where  actions  or  other  proceedings  are  brought  against 
boards  of  guardians  or  boards  of  management ;  and  sect.  5.  enables 
the  payment  of  attorneys'  bills  inciurred  by  such  guardians  or 
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managers  in  the  course  of  any  action,  suit,  or  other  proceeding 
to  be  postponed  until  the  final  determination  thereo£ 

Sectb  6.  provides  that  no  call  or  order  for  contribution,  nor  any 
call  made  to  meet  such  call  or  order,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
illegal  because  it  is  made  to  pay  any  debt  the  payment  whereof 
is  authorized  by  that  Act,  or  because  it  includes  a  balance 
due  firom  any  parish  at  the  time  when  the  half-yearly  accounts 
were  made  up  and  balanced ;  and  it  provides  also  that 
when  the  fund  out  of  which  any  such  debt  should  have  been 
diadutrged  shall  have  been  already  paid  by  any  parish  to  the 
board  of  guardians,  and  shall  not  have  been  applied  for  that  pur- 
pose, any  funds  required  to  be  contributed  to  discharge  such 
debt  shaU  be  levied  on  each  parish  in  the  union  in  proportion  to 
the  rateable  value  of  each  such  parish.

BSUGIOUS  iNSTttUCTION  OF  ORPHANS  IN  WoRKHOUSES GENERAL  OrDER 

of  the  Poor  Law  Board. 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several  Unions  named  in  the 

Schedules  hereunto  annexed  ; — 
To  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  several 

Parishes  comprised  in  the  said  Unions  ; — 
To  the  Clerk  or  Clerks  to  the  Justices  of  the  Petty  Sessions  held 

for  the  Division  or  Divisions  in  which  the'  said  Unions  are 

respectively  situate  ;— 
And  to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern. 

Whereas  bj  the  Act  passed  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King 
WHliam  the  Fourth,  Chapter  Seventj-six,  it  was,  among  other  things, 
enacted,  that  no  Rules,  Orders,  or  Regulations  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis* 
sioners,  nor  any  bjelaws  then  in  force,  or  to  be  thereafter  made,  should 
oblige  any  inmate  of  any  Workhouse  to  attend  any  religious  service  cele- 
brated in  a  mode  contrary  to  the  religious  principles  of  such  inmate,  nor 
should  authorize  the  education  of  any  child  in  a  Workhouse  in  any  religious 
creed  other  than  that  professed  by  the  parents  or  surviving  parent  of  such 
child,  and  to  which  such  parents  or  parent  should  object,  or  in  the  case 
of  an  orphan,  to  which  the  godfather  or  godmother  of  such  orphan  should 
object ;  and  it  was  also  provided  that  it  should  and  might  be  lawful  for 
any  licensed  minister  of  the  religious  persuasion  of  any  inmate  of  such 
Workhouse,  at  all  times  in  the  day,  on  the  request  of  such  inmate,  to  visit 
such  Workhouse  for  the  purpose  of  affording  religious  assistance  to  such 
inmate,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  his  child  or  children  in 
the  principles  of  their  religion  ; 

And  whereas  by  an  Order  bearing  date  the  Seventeenth  day  of  March 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  being  a  General  Order, 
issued  to  the  several  Unions  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  hereunto 
annexed,  and  by  various  special  Orders  subsequently  issued  to  the  several 
Unions  mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  the  Poor 
Law  Commissioners  and  Poor  Law  Board  respectively  have  ordered  and 
directed  that  the  Master  of  every  Workhouse  of  the  respective  Unions 
shall  punctually  enter  up  and  accurately  keep  a  certain  Book  termed  the 
In-door  Relief  List,  in  which  shall  be  entered  for  each  Parish  of  the 
Union  in  the  form  therein  numbered  22  (except  as  regards  the  Order 
relating  to  the  Hartlepool  Union,  wherein  such  form  is  numbered  21)  the 
seTcral  particulars  set  forth  in  the  said  form  : — 

And  whereas  the  religious  persuasion  of  each  pauper  inmate  of  the 
Workhouse  is  one  of  the  particulars  set  forth  in  that  form  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  entry 
in  such  column  of  the  religious  persuasion  of  every  orphan  child  whose 
godfather  or  godmother  does  not  give  information  with  regard  to  the 
religion  of  such  orphan,  and  that  other  means  should  be  taken  for  securing 
religious  instruction  to  orphans  in  Workhouses  than  exist  at  present ; 

Now  therefore.  We,  the  Poor  Law  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the 
Statutes  in  that  behalf  made  and  provided,  hereby  Order  and  Direct  as 
follows : —

Appendix  to  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report      [1859-60. 


Article  L  That  whenever  there  shall  be  in  the  Workhouse  any  orphan 
child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  the  Master  of  the  said  Workhouse 
shall  enter  in  such  In-door  Relief  List^  as  the  religious  persuasion  of  such 
orphan,  the  religious  creed  which  was  professed  by  the  father  of  such 
orphan  at  the  time  of  his  death,  if  the  Master  know  or  can  ascertain  the 
same  by  reasonable  inquiry,  or,  if  the  same  cannot  be  so  ascertained,  the 
creed  professed  by  the  mother  of  such  orphan  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
if  the  same  be  known  to  the  said  Master,  or  can  be  by  him  in  like  manner 
ascertained ; 

Provided  always,  that  if  the  godfather  or  godmother  of  such  orphan 
shall  make  any  objection,  this  article  shall  not  have  any  force  or 
application. 

Article  U.  Such  orphan  while  an  inmate  of  the  Workhouse  shall  not  be 
instructed  in  any  other  religious  creed  than  that  so  entered,  unless  he  or 
she  being  above  the  age  of  twelve  years  shall  desire  to  receive  instruction 
in  some  other  creed,  and  unless  he  or  she  be  considered  by  the  Poor 
Law  Board  to  be  competent  to  exercise  a  reasonable  judgment  upon  the 
subject. 

Article  UI.  The  Master  of  the  Workhouse  shaU^  subject  to  the  directions 
of  the  Guardians  of  the  Union,  take  all  practicaUe  steps  in  order  to 
procure  the  attendance  at  the  Workhouse  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  religious  instruction  to  such  orphan,  of  some  Minister 
of  the  religious  persuasion  of  the  said  orphan  as  ascertained  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Order,  or  according  to  the  information  of  the  god- 
father or  godmother ; 

Provided  always,  that  such  attendance  shall  take  place  at  such  times 
as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  discipline  and  good  order  of  the 
Workhouse. 

'  Article  lY.  The  provisions  herein  contained  applicable  to  the  Master  of, 
the  Workhouse  shall  extend  to  the  Matron  in  cases  in  which  there  shall 
be  no  Master,  or  in  which  he  shall  be  absent,  or  his  office  shall  be  vacant  .

Beliqious  Instbuctiok  of  Obphaks  IK  WOBKHOUSES.  —  Letter  from 
the  PooB  Law  Boabd  to  certain  Boards  of  Guardians  on  the 
subject  of  the  preceding  Order. 

Poor  Law  Boards  Whitehall,  S.  W^ 
Sir,  1860. 

I  AK  directed  by  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  letter  of  the  in  which  you  forward  to  them  a 

copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Guardians  of  the 
Union  on  the  subject  of  the  Order  of  the  Board  of  the  2dd  of  August 
last  relating  to  the  religious  instruction  of  orphan  children  in  Workhouses. 

The  Order  above  referred  to  was  framed  with  the  view  of  remedying 
an  omission  which  was  found  to  exist  in  the  letter  of  the  19th  section  of 
the  statute  4  &  5  Will.  4.  c.  76.,  by  placing  orphan  children  who  had  no 
godfathers  and  godmothers  in  the  same  position  as  the  other  children 
referred  to  in  that  section. 

The  Board  have,  by  Article  2.  of  the  Order  in  question,  merely  directed 
the  continued  obserrance  of  their  usual  practice  in  respect  of  children  of 
a  supposed  age  and  intelligence  to  decide  for  themselves  as  to  the  religion 
in  which  they  might  desire  to  be  educated. 

It  has  hitherto  been  the  practice  of  the  Board  to  direct  an  inspector  to 
examine  any  child  so  circumstanced  in  the<  presence  of  the  Guardians. 

In  adopting  this  course  the  Board  have  been  mainly  actuated  by  the 
desire  of  enabling  the  Guardians  to  be  fully  informed  of  the  circum- 
stances of  each  particular  case  which  may  arise,  without  imposing  upon 
them  the  necessity  of  finally  deciding  upon  a  question  which  they  might 
wish  to  have  determined  by  another  authority. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  under  Article  3.  of  the  Order  to 
notify  to  the  Guardians  the  case  of  any  inmate  falling  within  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Article  ;  and  the  Guardians  may  then  in  the  exercise  of  their 
discretion  give  such  directions  as  may  appear  to  them  necessary,  bearing 
in  mind  the  spirit  of  the  19th  section  of  the  4th  and  5th  Will.  IV.  c.76. 
and  the  order  of  the  23d  of  August,  which  may  be  regarded  as  supple- 
mental to  the  section  in  question. 

The  Guardians  will  observe  that  the  Order  does  not  impose  any  com- 
pulsory obligation  or  duty  upon  them,  that  it  is  permissive  in  its  form  and 
suggestive  only  of  the  adoption  of  a  similar  line  of  conduct  towards 
orphan  children  who  have  no  known  or  ascertained  godfathers  and  god- 
mothers, to  that  adopted  towards  other  children  differently  circumstanced. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Poor  Law  Board  are  satisfied  that  the 
Guardians  will,  upon  further  consideration,  be  of  opinion  that  the  Order 
contains  no  provision  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  toleration  upon  which  they 
have  hitherto  acted,  or  which  is  calculated  to  impose  any  larger  amount 
of  additional  trouble  upon  them  in  the  local  administration  of  the  law.

Qualification  op  Medical  Officers.  —  General  Order  of  the  Poor 

Law  Board. 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several  Unions  named  in  the 
Schedules  heiennto  annexed ; — 

To  the  Clerk  or  Clerks  to  the  Justices  of  the  Petty  Sessions  held 
for  the  Diyision  or  Divisions  in  which  the  said  several  Unionib 
are  respectivelj  situate  ;— 

And  to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern. 

Whereas,  by  a  General  Order,  bearing  date  the  Twenty-fourth  day  of 
July  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  addressed  to  the 
several  Unions  named  in  the  first  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  and  by 
divers  other  Orders  addressed  to  the  several  Unions  named  in  the  Second 
Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  and  Poor 
Law  Board  respectively  did  prescribe  the  qualification  for  the  office  of 
Medical  Officer. in  such  Unions ; 

And  whereas  by  'Uhe  Medical  Act  of  1858  "  it  has  been  provided,  that 
every  person  registered  imder  that  Act  shall  be  entitled,  according  to  his 
qualification  or  qualifications,  to  practise  Medicine  or  Surgery,  or  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions; 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  was  also  provided,  that  after  the  First 
day  of  January  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  which  time 
was  extended  by  an  Act  of  the  22nd  Vict  c.  21.  to  the  First  day  of  July 
last,  no  person  should  hold  any  appointment  as  a  Physician,  Surgeon,  or 
other  Medical  Officer,  in  any  House  of  Industry,  Parochial  or  Union 
Workhouse  or  Poorhouse,  Parish,  Union,  or  other  public  Establishment, 
Body,  or  Listitution,  unless  he  be  registered  under  the  said  Medical  Act ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  regulations  relating  to  the 
qualification  for  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  in  the  Unions  aforesaid 
^ould  be  altered  for  the  future  ; 

Now  therefore,  We,  the  Poor  Law  Board,  acting  in  pursuance  of  the 
powers  given  in  and  by  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf  made  and  provided, 
hereby  rescind,  as  regards  every  appointment  to  be  made  after  the  First 
day  of  March  next,  so  much  of  any  orders  and  regulations  issued  to  the 
Unions  specified  in  the  Schedules  aforesaid  as  prescribes  the  qualification 
for  the  office  of  the  Medical  Officers  thereof. 

And  We  hereby  Order  as  follows  : 

Art.  I.  After  the  said  First  day  of  March  next,  no  person  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  appointed  to  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  under  any  of  the 
Orders  above  referred  to,  unless  he  shall  be  registered  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  qualified  by  law  to  practise  both  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  England 
and  Wales,  such  qualification  being  established  by  the  production  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians  of  a  Diploma,  Certificate  or  a  Degree,  Licence,  or 
other  Instrument  granted  or  issued  by  competent  legal  authority,  in  Great 
Britain  or  Lreland,  testifying  to  the  medical  or  surgical,  or  medical  and 
surgical,  qualification  or  qualifications  of  the  Candidate  for  such  office. 

Art.  II.  Evidence  that  any  Candidate  was  in  practice  as  an  Apothecary 
on  the  First  day  of  August,  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen, 
shall  be  taken  to  be  equivalent  to  a  Certificate  to  practise  from  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London.

Qualification  op  Medical  Officers. — Circulah  Letter  from  the 
Poor  Law  Board  to  Boards  of  Guardians  on  the  preceding 
Order, 

Poor  Law  Boards  Whitehall^  S.  W.y 
Sib,  Sd  January  1860. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  transmit  to  the  Guardians 
a  copy  of  a  General  Order  which  they  have  issued  relative  to  the 
qualification  of  Medical  Officers  to  be  hereafter  appointed  by  the 
Guardians. 

The  full  qualification  which  has  hitherto  been  required  by  this  Board 
for  such  officers  has  consisted  of  a  competent  knowledge  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  and  the  legal  capacity  to  exercise  both  those  branches  of  Medical 
science  in  England. 

The  then  existing  law  did  not  enable  any  person  to  practise  medicine 
in  England,  who  did  not  possess  a  diploma  or  licence  conferred  upon  him 
by  some  public  constituted  authority  of  that  country,  and  consequently 
the  qualification  for  Medical  Officers  was  specially  limited  in  the  General 
Consolidated  Order,  in  regard  to  medicine,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
that  Order. 

But  the  alteration  in  the  law  effected  by  "  the  Medical  Act  of  1858  " 
has  removed  the  previous  restrictions  upon  persons  possessed  of  qualifi- 
cations emanating  from  authorities  out  of  England,  and  has  enabled  the 
persons  registered  under  that  Act  to  practise,  according  to  their  respective 
qualifications,  medicine  or  surgery,  or  medicine  and  surgery,  in  any  part 
of  Her  Majesty's  dominions. 

The  Board  have  therefore  deemed  it  advisable  to  modify  the  provisions 
of  the  General  Consolidated  Order,  and  to  enable  any  person  who  can 
establish  his  qualification  to  practise  both  medicine  and  surgery  by  the 
production  of  proper  testimonials,  issued  by  competent  legal  authority  in 
any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Medical  Officer  in  the  Unions  to  which  the  Order  is  directed. 

The  terms  of  the  new  Order  appear  to  the  Board  to  be  sufficiently 
explicit  in  themselves  to  render  any  detailed  explanation  unnecessary. 
The  Board  think,  however,  that  it  will  be  convenient  if  they  point  out  to 
the  Guardians  the  nature  of  the  testimonials  which  may  be  submitted  to 
them,  and  what  qualification  will  be  established  by  such  testimonials.

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The  Board  are  aware  that  this  List  is  not  complete  ;  but  thej  have  no 
adequate  information  at  present  as  to  the  nature  of  the  diplomas,  degrees, 
or  licences  granted  by  any  other  Bodies  than  those  just  specified.  They 
wish  the  Guardians,  however,  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  are  general,  and  include  all  diplomas,  degrees,  or  licences  "  granted 
or  issued  by  competent  legal  authority  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland," 
and  they  will  readily  afford  the  best  advice  in  their  power  to  the 
Guardians,  in  any  case  in  which  a  candidate  for  the  Office  of  Medical 
Officer  may  submit  to  them  testimonials  of  his  qualification  to  practise 
medicine  or  surgery,  emanating  from  any  body  not  enumerated  in  this 
Circular. 

In  this  Order  the  Board  have  only  provided  for  the  complete  qualifi- 
cation of  the  Medical  Officer ;  and  any  special  cases  which  may  occasionally 
occur  where  a  fully  qualified  candidate  cannot  be  obtained  must  be 
provided  for  by  the  Guardians  under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Order 
bearing  date  the  25th  of  May  1857. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Order  will  only  operate  in  respect  of 
appointments  to  be  made  after  the  First  of  March  next,  and  that  it  does 
not  interfere  with  the  registration  of  the  Officer,  which  is  an  additional 
requisite  imposed  by  the  above-mentioned  Medical  Act  of  1858.

Rating  of  Tithes. — Cibcular  Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  Board  to 

the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

Poor  Law  Boards  Whitehall^  S.  W.^ 
Gentlemen,  9th  May  1859. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  advert  to  the  Circular 
Letter  which  they  issued,  on  the  4th  of  September  last,  on  the  subject  of 
the  mode  of  rating  the  tithe  rentcharge,  regard  being  had  to  the 
decision  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  in  the  cases  of  *'  Q.  v.  Goodchild," 
**  Q.  V.  Lamb,"  and  "  Q>  v,  Hawkins ;"  and  to  state  that  certain  repre- 
sentations having  been  made  to  them  on  the  subject  of  that  Circular,  they 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  submit  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown,  and  Mr.  Tomlinson,  for  their  opinion. 

The  Board,  having  received  their  opinion  upon  the  Circular,  desire  to 
aabstitute  the  following  observations,  in  the  place  of  their  former  com- 
munications, for  your  future  guidance  in  assessing  the  tithe  rentcharge. 

It  is  necessary  for  yon  to  determine,  in  the  first  place,  what  is  the 
gross  esHmated  rental  of  the  tithe  rentcharge.  As  the  value  of  this 
hereditament  depends  upon  the  average  prices  of  com,  and  therefore  varies 
from  year  to  year,  you  must  ascertain  the  amount  of  the  rentcharge  as 
settled  for  the  current  year,  and  from  it  you  must  calculate  the  gross 
estimated  rental. 

The  opinion  of  counsel  above  mentioned,  in  regard  to  the  term  *^  gross 
estimated  rental  **  is  as  follows  : — 

'*  We  understand  by  '  gross  estimated  rental,'  mentioned  in  the 
*'  schedule  to  the  Parochial  Assessment  Act,  the  rent  at  which  the 
**  property  might  be  expected  to  be  let  free  of  tenant's  rates  and 
'*  taxes  and  tithe  commutation  rentcharge,  the  tenant  taking 
**  these  burthens  upon  himself,  and  we  suppose  that  in  practice  the 
*<  column  is  usually  filled  up,  so  far  as  regards  corporeal  heredita- 
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**  mente,  with  figures  expressing  or  approximating  to  the  conventional 
''  or  rack  rent,  on  a  tenancy  from  year  to  year.  After  making  Ihe 
*^  deduction  therefrom  of  average  repairs,  &c.y  the  rateable  value  of 
''  such  property  is  arrived  at." 

They  then  proceed  as  follows  with  regard  to  the  tithe  rentcharge  :— 
**  Applying  the  liberal  analogy  prescribed  by  the  judgment  in  the 
*'  cases  referred  to,  to  incorporeal  hereditaments,  it  appears  to  us 
''  to  be  inaccurate,  where  the  gross  rental  of  other  property  is 
*'  stated  in  the  mode  which  we  have  supposed,  to  treat  the  amount 
*^  of  the  annual  rentcharge  as  the  gross  estimated  rental,  add 
'<  that  the  figure  in  the  column  of '  gross  estimated  rental '  should  be 
'*  the  amount  at  which  the  rentcharge  might  be  let  to  a  tenant, 
'^  taking  upon  himself  the  tenant's  taxes,  and  all  the  risks  of  losses, 
'^  law  expenses,  &c. :"  and  they  add — ^*  In  fairness  to  the  owner  of 
\  ^*  the  tithe  rentcharge,  we  think  that  his  gross  rental  ought  to 
''  be  stated  in  a  manner  analogous  to  that  in  which  the  gross  rental 
^  of  corporeal  hereditaments  is  stated  in  the  same  assessment.'* 

In  accordance  with  the  last  observation,  the  Board  recommend  that  in 
any  parish  in  which,  as  regards  other  rateable  property,  a  deduction  on 
account  of  tenants'  rates  and  taxes  and  tithe  commutation  rentcharge 
is  made  previously  to  filling  up  the  ''gross  estimated  rental"  column,  an 
analogous  deduction  should  be  made  in  filling  up  the  gross  estimated 
rental  column  /or  the  tithe  rentchaige.  It  will,  therefore,  be  right  in 
such  cases  to  deduct  at  this  stage, — 

1st.  The  tenant's  rates  and  taxes  imposed  upon  the  tithe  rentcharge, 
and  amongst  them  the  tenant's  property  tax,  that  is,  the  tax  assessed  under 
Schedule  B.  to  the  first  section  of  the  Income  Tax  Act  (5  &  6  Vict.  c.  35.) 
But  the  land  tax  is  not  to  be  deducted,  nor  the  sewers  rate  when  it  is  (as 
it  is  generally)  a  landlord's  tax. 

2ndly.  All  ecclesiastical  dues  which  are  payable  in  respect  of  the  tithe 
rentcharge — such  are  synodals,  procurations,  first  fruits  and  tenths.  As 
regards  the  last  two  items,  however — ^namely,  first  fruits  and  tenths — 
inasmuch  as  where  they  are  paid,  they  are  payable  out  of  the  Whole  of 
the  annual  profits  of  the  benefice,  a  proportionate  part  only  is  to  be 
deducted  from  the  annual  value  of  the  tithe  rentcharge. 

3rdly.  The  cost  of  collection,  which  should  include  the  costs  of 
enforcing  payment  by  legal  process,  and  an  allowance  in  respect  of  the 
k>sses  which  occur  by  the  ultimate  nonpayment  of  the  tithe  rentcharge. 
The  allowance  to  be  made  on  the  two  last-named  heads  must  be  estimated 
by  a  per-centage,  ascertained  on  the  average  of  a  few  years  taken  next 
before  the  rate  in  the  particular  parish  is  made. 

4thly.  As  regards  the  allowance  on  account  of  curate's  salary  (where 
it  is  allowable  as  a  deduction),  counsel  observe  as  follows  : — 

**  There  may  be  a  doubt  whether  curates'  salaries,  where  allowable 
''  as  a  deduction,  should  be  deducted  before  the  gross  rental  is  stated, 
"  or  afterwards.  According  to  analogy  we  are  inclined  to  think 
'*  that  they  should  be  first  deducted,  and  that  the  gross  rental  is 
"  the  rent  receivable  from  a  tenant,  minus  the  necessary  curates' 
"  stipends." 

With  reference  to  the  subject  of  allowance  on  account  .of  curates' 
salaries,  and  the  general  head  of  "  Expenses,"  for  which  a  deduction  is  to 
be  made  in  dealing  with  the  cases  above  referred  to,  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench  considered  two  subjects.  One  was  a  claim  made  by  the  incumbent 
in  respect  of  the  value  of  his  own  personal  labour  and  services.  The 
Court  decided  that  no  deduction  could  be  allowed  upon  this  head.  The 
second  was  a  claim  for  the  salary  of  the  curate.     Upon  this  claim  no 
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nniTersal  mle  was  laid  down,  but  the  Coart  decided  that  in  some  cases 
the  salary  is  not,  while  in  others  it  is,  to  be  allowed.  It  is  not  to  be 
allowed  where  the  curate  is  merely  a  substitute  for  the  incumbent,  as 
where  he  is  non-resident,  or,  being  resident,  from  sickness,  infirmity,  or 
any  less  creditable  cause,  does  not  perform  his  own  duty  personally,  but 
employs  another  person  instead."  It  if  to  be  allowed  "where  from  the 
Tast  size  or  population  of  the  parish  one  man's  labour  is  entirely 
'<  insufficient  for  the  duties  necessarily  to  be  discharged  by  the  incumbent." 

Where  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  has  required,  under  the  statutes  giving 
him  the  authority,  the-  appointment  of  a  stipendiary  curate,  and  the 
incumbent  performing  his  duty  employs  a  curate  in  obedience  to  such 
requisition^  an  allowance  is,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  to 
be  made  in  such  case. 

So,  also,  the  Court  held,  that  in  cases  where  (the  bishop  not  being 
l^ally  empowered,  or  not  being  called  upon  to  interfere,)  the  incumbent 
from  a  sense  of  duty  appoints  a  curate,  himself  devoting  all  his  own  time 
and  attention  to  his  cure,  a  reasonable  allowance  is  to  be  made  in  respect 
of  the  curate's  stipend. 

These  rules  you  must  apply  in  your  parish  according  to  the  particular 
circumstances  of  it.  You  will  readily  learn  the  causes  which  lead  to  the 
employment  of  the  curate,  and  you  must  determine  how  far  the  curate  is 
in  fact  a  substitute  for  the  incumbent,  or  an  assistant  to  aid  him  in  the 
discharge  of  those  duties  to  which  he  duly  applies  his  own  time  and 
labour. 

It  was  sought,  in  the  argument  upon  the  cases  above  mentioned,  before 
the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  to  obtain  an  additional  allowance  in  analogy 
to  the  profit  which  is  supposed  to  be  allowed  in  the  valuation  of  the 
ordinary  occupation  of  farming  lands,  or  the  interest  which  is  presumed 
to  be  made  by  a  lessee  of  property  which  he  takes  it  on  a  lease.  Although 
the  Court  held  that  the  owner  of  the  tithe  rentcharge  is  not  necessarily 
entitled  to  any  such  deduction  in  addition  to  the  deductions  formerly 
allowed,  the  Board  consider  that  it  will  be  best  that  they  should  give 
the  actual  words  of  the  judgment  as  pronounced  upon  this  part  of  the 
case  : — 

^*  The  principle,  therefore,  on  which  we  think  the  assessment  should 
**  be  made  is,  that  the  rentcharge  is  to  be  assessed  like  all  other 
*'  property,  according  to  what  it  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  let 
**  for  from  year  to  year ;  and  in  deciding  upon  such  amount  the 
**  nature  of  the  property  is  to  be  regarded,  and  it  is  to  be  considered 
"  whether  a  profit  can  be  looked  to  or  expected,  as  in  the  case  of 
**  farms;  and  whether  in  each  particular  case  anything  over  the 
"  expenses  for  collecting,  and  the  allowances  for  bad  debts  and  law 
"  expenses,  would  be  necessary  to  induce  a  tenant  to  take.  In  each 
"  particular  case  of  the  kind  this  question  must  be  for  the  persons 
<<  making  the  rate,  and  for  the  sessions  on  appeal.  It  may  be  that 
**  a  tenant  might  willingly  take  in  some  cases  for  less  than  the 
**  amount  which,  in  addition  to  an  allowance  for  collection,  would 
"  secure  him  positively  against  all  risk,  bad  debts,  and  law  expenses, 
**  as  the  profit  of  collection  itself  might  be  sufficiently  remunerative 
"  to  the  party  taking,  and  the  other  losses  might  be  treated  as 
**  contingent.  It  may  be  that  in  other  cases  persons  would  hesitate 
"  to  take,  with  the  allowances  referred  to,  without  something  addi- 
^  tional  in  the  way  of  profits  ;  and  we  think  that  this  is  a  question 
"  of  fact,  to  be  determined  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each 
**  particular  case,  the  mle  in  every  case  being,  that  the  amount  must 
**  be  ascertained  as  that  at  which  a  tenant  might  reasonably  be 
'*  expected  to  take  from  year  to  year." 
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The  gross  estimated  rental  haviog  thus  been  ascertained  hj  making  the 
deductions  above  adverted  to  from  the  annual  amount  of  the  titho  rent- 
charge,  there  remains  a  further  deduction  to  be  made  in  order  to  ariive 
at  the  net  rateable  value,  viz. — in  respect  of  the  annual  cost  of  the  repairs 
of  the  chancel,  which  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  in  their  letter  of 
September  1840,  stated  to  be  a  subject  of  deduction,  and  upon  which 
their  opinion  has  not  been  questioned. 

But  the  Board  must  again  point  out  that  the  principle  to  be  kept  in 
view  is  the  maintenance  of  uniformity  and  equality  as  regards  the  assess- 
ment of  all  the  property  in  a  parish.  When,  therefore,  a  different  rule 
from  that  above  stated,  and  one  in  accordance  with  the  instructional 
letter  issued  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  in  June  1837,  and  with  the 
form  of  the  surveyors'  contract  in  general  use,  is  acted  upon  in  any  parish 
for  ascertaining  the  gross  estimated  rental  of  all  the  property  therein,  the 
annual  value  of  the  tithe  rentcharge  appears  to  constitute  the  proper 
measure  of  the  gross  estimated  rental. 

One  other  subject  also  came  under  consideration  in  the  cases  referred 
to,  which  the  Court  did  not  then  so  completely  decide  as  to  leave  it 
altogether  free  from  question.  In  some  parishes  districts  have  been 
created  out  of  them,  in  others  several  parts  have  been  consolidated  into 
chapelries,  and  in  others  chapels  of  ease  exist.  In  these  cases  the 
incumbent  of  the  parish  frequently  pays  towards  the  support  of  the 
ministers.  His  payment  may  be  made  voluntarily,  and  out  of  his  general 
income.  If  this  be  the  case  in  your  parish  you  will  not  be  called  upon  to 
allow  him  any  deduction  in  respect  of  such  payment.  But  if,  under  any 
of  the  various  statutes  which  apply  to  the  subject^  any  portion  of  the 
tithe  rentcharge  has  been  duly  assigned  to  the  minister  of  the  new 
district,  or  virtually  separated  from  the  residue  as  part  of  the  endowment 
of  such  district,  the  Court  stated  that  the  incumbent  of  the  parish  is  not 
to  be  rated  in  respect  of  such  amount,  because  it  would  not  be  beneficially 
in  his  occupation. 

The  Court  added,  that  "  if  any  one  would  be  rateable  for  this,  it  would 
'^  be  not  the  incumbent  of  the  Parish  but  the  minister  of  the  district 
**  church."  But  the  Board  have  to  observe  that  in  this  term  the  Court 
have  decided  that  where  the  incumbent  of  a  parish  had  covenanted  to 
pay  a  stipend  to  the  minister  of  a  district  created  under  19  &  20  Vict. 
c.  104.,  and  had  charged  the  same  upon  the  tithe  rentcharge,  the  minister 
was  not  liable  to  be  assessed  to  the  poor  rate  in  respect  of  such  stipend.—- 
See  "  Reg.  v.  Frend,"  33,  Law  Times,  p.  89. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  consider  that  in  whatever  manner  the  gross 
estimated  rental  be  calculated,  the  net  rateable  value  must  be  obtained 
by  deducting,  from  the  annual  value  of  the  rentcharge  for  the  current 
year,  the  following  items  : — 

A.  The  annual  amount  chargeable  on  the  rateable  value  for  tenants* 
rates  and  taxes. 

B;  An  annual  average  per-centage — 
(a)  for  the  costs  of  collection, 
h)  for  legal  process,  and 
^c)  for  losses. 

C.  The  proportionate  charge  for  the  ecclesiastical  dues  and  fees,  and 
an  average  sum  for  the  annual  cost  of  repairing  the  chancel. 

D.  A  reasonable  sum  for  a  curate's  salary,  if  in  your  parish  a  curate 
is  employed  to  supply  necessary  aid  to  the  minister  and  not  as 
his  substitute. 
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£.  The  amount  payable  to  the  minister  of  a  district,  if  the  parish 
has  been  legaUj  divided  and  the  tithes  have  been  actuailj  or 
yirtaallj  severed,  and  an  amount  charged  upon  the  living  in 
behalf  of  such  minister. 

F.  A  reasonable  sum  for  a  tenant's  profit,  if,  regard  being  had  to  the 
observations  upon  this  point  already  set  forth  above,  such 
additional  allowance  is  required  to  be  made  in  your  parish. 

The  Poor  Law  Commissioners  also  stated  in  their  letter  of  September 
1840  that  they  did  not  consider  that  the  repayments  of  the  loans  advanced 
to  incumbents  by  the  Governors  of  Queen  Anne's  Bounty,  or  other  parties, 
for  the  rebuilding  of  residences,  could  be  allowed  in  estimating  the 
rateable  value  of  the  tithe  rentcharge.   This  opinion  the  Ck>urt  confirmed.

Cap.  XLIX. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Payment  of  Debts  incurred  by  Boards  of  Gnardians  in  Unions 
and  Parishes  and  Boards  of  Management  in  School  Districts.  [13th  August  1859.] 

Whebeas  it  is  expedient  to  define  and  limit  the  period  daring  which  any  debt  here- 
after incurred  by  guu^ians  of  unions  or  parishes  or  by  district  boards  of  management 
in  the  administration  of  the  lavs  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  may  be  paid,  and  to  make 
provision,  in  respect  of  debts  heretofore  lawfully  incurred  by  them,  for  payment  of  the 
same  :  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Migesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  iu  this  present 
parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

I.  With  respect  to  any  debt,  claim,  or  demand  which  may,  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  be  lawfully  incurred  by  or  become  due  from  the  guardians  of  any  union  or  parish^ 
or  the  board  of  management  of  any  school  or  asylum  district,  such  debt,  claim,  or 
demand  shall  be  paid  within  the  half  year  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  incurred 
or  become  due,  or  within  three  months  after  the  expiration  of  such  half  year,  but  not 
afterwards,  the  commencement  of  such  half  year  to  be  reckoned  fW>m  the  time  when  the 
last  half  year's  account  shall  or  ought  to  have  been  closed  according  to  the  order  of  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners  or  Poor  Law  Board  :  Provided  that  the  Poor  Law  Board,  by 
their  order,  mav,  if  they  see  fit,  extend  the  time  within  which  such  payment  shall  be 
made  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twelve  months  after  the  date  of  such  debt,  claim,  or 
demand. 

XL  With  respect  to  any  debt,  claim,  or  demand  which  may  have  been  lawfully 
incurred  by  any  such  guardians  or  board  of  management  or  on  their  account  before  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  they  may,  if  they  think  proper,  pay  within  twelve  months  alter  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  out  of  the  funds  in  their  possession,  any  such  debt,  claim,  or  demand 
which  may  have  been  so  incurred  or  have  become  due  within  two  years  before  the  date 
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of  this  Act,  and  maj,  iriUlin  the  aaid  period  of  twelre  monibSi  make  proTiskm  for  the 
payment  of  any  debt,  claim,  or  demand  lawfiUlj  incurred  as  aforesaid  irhich  shall  hare 
become  dne  from  them  at  some  time  beyond  two  years  bat  not  beyond  six  years  from 
snch  date  in  full  at  once,  or  by  eqnal  annual  instalments,  not  exceeding  Atc,  if  the  Poor 
Law  Board,  after  open  and  pablie  inrestigation,  during  which  counsel  or  solidton  may 
appear  and  witnesses  may  be  examined  on  both  sides,  when  the  same  shall  be  required 
by  any  ratepayer  of  the  union,  parish,  or  district,  shall  be  satisfied  that  no  fraud,  col- 
lusion, or  neglect  of  the  general  rules  of  the  Poor  Law  Board  respecting  the  contraction 
or  discharge  of  such  debt,  claim,  or  demand  have  been  committed  by  the  party  to  whom 
such  claim  or  demand  is  alleged  to  be  due,  and  tiiat  snch  party  has  not  been  accessory 
to  any  fraud  on  such  guardians  or  board  of  management,  and  shall  give  their  consent  in 
manner  aforesaid  to  such  payment;  and  such  ^^uardiaos  or  board  respectively  shall 
charge  every  such  payment  to  Uie  account  to  which  the  same  should  have  been  charged 
if  the  payment  had  been  made*  in  due  time ;  and  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  Poor 
Law  Board  shall,  within  one  calendar  month  after  the  expiration  of  such  period  of  twelve 
months  as  aforesaid,  if  parliament  be  then  sitting,  or  if  not,  then  within  one  calendar 
month  after  the  next  meeting  thereof  lay  or  cause  to  be  laid  before  both  houses  of 
parliament  a  return  of  aU  such  payments  as  shall  have  been  made  or  authorised  under 
the  power  lastly  herein-before  contained. 

IIL  Where  any  sum  shall  have  been  or  shall  be  borrowed  by  any  guardians  or 
managers,  and  the  debt  shall  have  been  or  shall  be  charged  by  the  said  guardians  upon 
the  poor  rates,  under  the  authority  of  any  statute,  and  me  same  shall  be  made  payable 
on  a  day  certain,  the  time  of  limitation  prescribed  by  this  Act  for  payment  of  debts  shall 
commence  on  that  day  ;  where  it  shall  not  have  been  made  payable  on  any  day  certain, 
then  on  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the  day  when  the  money  was  advanced  ; 
and  in  the  case  of  any  debt  repayable  by  instalments  each  instalment  shall  be  payable 
within  one  year  next  after  the  day  when  the  same  shall  &11  due,  unless  the  said  Board 
shall  in  any  of  the  cases  provided  for  in  this  section  allow  an  extension  of  the  time  tot 
the  payment  not  exceeding  six  months  ;  and  the  interest  payable  in  every  case  hereby 
provided  for  shall  be  payable  within  the  like  times  only  as  the  principal. 

lY.  If  any  person  claiming  any  debt  or  demand  shall  have  commenced  or  shall  here- 
after commence  proceedings  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  before  any  jusdce  or  other 
competent  authority,  within  the  time  herein-before  limited,  or  within  the  time  to  which 
the  Poor  Law  Board  may  grant  extension,  and  shall  with  due  diligence  prosecute  such 
proceedings  to  judgment  or  other  final  settlement  of  the  question,  such  judgment  shall 
be  satisfied  by  the  guardians  or  managers  against  whom  or  against  whose  officer  the 
same  may  be  brought,  notwithstanding  that  such  judgment  may  be  recovered  or  such 
final  settlement  arrived  at  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  herein-before  provided,  and 
all  proceedings  taken  by  mandamus  or  otherwise  for  the  enforcing  of  such  judgment 
without  delay  shall  be  deemed  to  be  within  the  operation  of  this  section. 

y.  Where  the  guardians  or  managers  shall  be  engaged  in  a  suit,  action,  or  proceedings 
in  any  court,  they  shall  not  be  required  by  any  rule  of  law  or  provision  herein  contained 
to  pay  the  bill  of  costs  of  any  solicitor  or  attorney  retained  by  them  for  the  purpose 
thereof  until  the  final  determination  of  sach  suit  or  proceeding,  or  until  he  shall  cease  to 
be  so  retained  by  or  for  them  therein ;  but  the  bill  of  costs  of  such  solicitor  or  attorney 
fthall  be  duly  taxed  and  paid  within  the  term  of  one  year  next  after  such  final  deter- 
mination of  the  said  suit,  proceeding,  or  retainer,  and  not  afterwards,  unless  the  Poor 
Law  Board  shall  authorize  an  extension  of  time  not  exceeding  six  months  ;  provided 
that  if  the  said  solicitor  or  attorney  take  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  his  bill  within 
such  time  or  the  extension  thereof,  he  shall  in  such  case  have  the  same  right  to  be  paid 
as  in  section  four  ;  provided  also,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
guardians  or  managers  fh>m  paying  money  at  any  time  on  account  of  the  suit  or 
proceeding. 

YL  No  call  or  order  for  contribution  made  by  any  guardians,  nor  any  poor  rate  made 
to  meet  such  call  or  order,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  illegal  on  the  ground  that  the  same  is 
made  to  provide  for  any  debt,  cUiim,  or  demand,  the  payment  whereof  is  authorised  by 
this  Act,  or  on  the  ground  that  the  said  call  or  order  for  contribution  includes  a  balance 
due  from  any  parish  or  parishes  at  the  time  when  the  half-yearly  accounts  are  made  up 
and  balanced  as  aforesaid  :  Provided  always,  that  when  the  fond  out  of  which  any  such 
debt,  claim,  or  demand  should  have  been  discharged  shall  have  been  already  paid  l^  any 
parish  to  the  board  of  guardians  of  any  union,  and  shall  not  have  been  applied  for  that 
purpose,  any  funds  which  may  be  required  to  be  again  contributed  to  discharge  such  debt, 
claim,  or  demand  shall  be  levied  on  each  parish  in  the  union  in  proportion  to  the  rateable 
value  of  each  such  parish. 

YII.  The  words  used  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  in  like  manner  as  the  same  words 
are  directed  to  be  construed  by  the  Act  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  King  William  the 
Fourth,  chapter  seventy-six,  or  any  subsequent  Act  amending  or  explaining  the  same.

The  yearly  rate  of  increase 
has  been  620,016/.,  or  i  per  cent.,  very  nearly.  The  rateable  value, 
according  to  this  statement,  is  i6J  per  cent,  below  the  "  Gross  Esti- 
mated Rental."

Table,  for  the  last  three  years,  with  the  rate  per  head,  on  the  esti- 
mated population,  of  the  amount  levied  as  Poor's  Rate,  and  of  the

The  next  Table  ex- 
hibits, separately,  all  the  charges  referred  to,  so  far  as  the  returns 
permit.    The  heaviest  item   is   the  disbursement  in  respect  of  the 
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**  Coantj,  Hundred,  or  Borough  Rate,  or  Police  Rate."    The  charge 
under  these  heads  has  nearly  trebled  in  twentj-five  years.

The  Returns  of  the  Number  of  Paupers  relieved  on  the  hut  day  of 
each  Week  do  not  include  the  "  Lunatic  Paupers  in  Asylums  and  Licensed 
Houses,"  nor  the  number  of  "Vagrants"  relieved.  These  classes  form 
onlj  a  small  portion  of  the  entire  pauperism  of  the  country.  According 
to  the  latest  Returns  (1st  January  1859),  the  number  contained  in  the 
two  classes  was  2*0  per  cent,  of  the  total  pauperism. 

The  Pauper  Lunatics  in  Asylums  are  not  generally  subject  to  variations 
in  number  to  the  same  degree  as  the  other  classes  of  Paupers^  and  the 
number  of  Vagrants  relieved  by  the  Unions  throughout  the  country  has 
become  too  small  to  need  a  return  so  frequently  as  once  a  week.  These 
considerations  led  to  the  exclusion  of  the  two  classes. 

There  are  at  present  14,714*  parishes  in  England  and  Wales  maintaining 
or  liable  to  maintain  their  own  poor :  returns  of  pauperism  are  received 
weekly  in  respect  of  14,428  of  that  number ;  286  parishes^  incorporated 
under  Gilbert's  Act,  or  still  under  the  provisions  of  the  43d  Elizabeth^ 
make  no  return  of  the  number  of  paupers  which  they  relieve.

OF  Pauperism. 

The  Beturn  now  published  completes  the  Monthly  Series  for  the 
parochial  year  ended  at  Lady-daj  1869.  The  Statistics  of  Pauperism, 
given  in  the  Memoranda  prefixed  to  the  Return  of  December  1858, 
No.  98 — (A.  XI.  1858),  are  contioued  here  in  a  somewhat  extended 
shape ;  in  addition  to  the  Greneral  Table  for  the  Kingdom,  two  others^ 
relating  to  the  Manufacturing  and  Metropolitan  Districts,  are  given. 

The  Tables  therefore  relate  to — 

1st.  England  and  Wales. 

2d.  North  Midland,  North  Western,  and  York  Divisions. 

3d.  The  Metropolis. 

].  In  the  Table  of  the  Total  Number  of  Paupers  relieved  in  each 
consecutive  week  of  the  Ladj-daj  quarter,  printed  below,  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  numbers  rose  after  the  first  week  of  January  ;  that  they 
attained  their  maximum  in  the  second  week  of  Februarj ;  and  thence 
continued  to  fall  until  the  termination  of  the  quarter.  The  maximom 
week  was  only  2 '48  per  cent,  above  the  first  week  of  the  present  year ; 
that  small  ratio  measures  the  increase  of  pauperism  due  to  the  winter,  so 
far  as  it  falls  within  the  Lady-day  quarter.

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The  subjoined  is  a  Comparative  Table  of  Pauperism  for  the  three 
Lady-daj  quarters  of  1857f  1858,  and  1859  respectivelj.  Like  the 
corresponding  tabulation  for  the  Christmas  quarters  this  exhibits  a 
decrease  in  each  of  its  weeks.  Noting  the  greatest  decrease  in  each 
column^  it  will  be  found  that  in  the  first  week  of  February  last,  there 
were  79^741  fewer  paupers  on  the  list  than  in  the  corresponding  week  of 
1857;  but,  that  in  comparing  the  numbers  with  1858,  the  greatest  decrease 
feu  on  the  second  week  of  March,  when  the  difference  in  favour  of  the 
last  return  was  142,425,  or  14*20  per  cent.

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2.  The  great  increase  in  pauperism,  which  the  returns  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board  have  shown  to  exist  during  a  portion  of  the  parochial  years 
1856-7  and  1857--8,  was  mainly  owing  to  the  commercial  disasters  of  the 
autumn  of  1S57 ;  it  is  therefore  of  interest  to  compare  the  statistics  of 
those  divisions  which  bore  the  chief  pressure  ;  they  contain  the  great 
seats  of  our  manufacturing  industries,  and  are  included,  with  considerable 
rural  districts,  under  the  VII.,  VIIL,  and  IK.  divisions. 

The  next  Table  shows,  that,  not  only  have  these  districts  recovered 
from  the  distress  of  1857,  but  that  they  are  somewhat  better  off  than 
they  were  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1856.  If  the  ratios  of  pauperism 
were  calculated  upon  the  population  existing  at  each  period,  the  favourable 
position  of  the  manufacturing  districts  would  bo  more  strikingly  shown. 
The  increase  of  population  is  an  element  to  be  considered  in  minute 
estimates  of  pauperism,  but  it  cannot  be  computed  with  a  sufficient 
approach  to  accuracy  in  these  localities.

OF  Paupebism. 

The  present  Return  completes  the  Monthly  Series  for  the  Quarter  ended 
at  Midsummer  1869.  The  four  following  Tables  are  given  here  in  con« 
tinuation  of  those  printed  in  the  observations  prefixed  to  the  Monthly 
Returns  for  June,  September,  and  December  1858 ;  and  March  1859. 

The  Tables  are— 

1  St.  England  and  Wales  ;  the  pauperism  in  the  consecutive  weeks 

of  the  quarter. 

2d.  ■  the  comparative  pauperism  of  the  quarter. 

3d.  North  Midland,  Nobth  Western,  and  York  Divisions  ;  the 

comparative  pauperism  of  the  quarter. 
4th.  The  Metropolis  ;  the  comparative  pauperism  of  the  quarter. 

1.  In  the  first  Table,  each  week,  compared  with  its  predecessor,  with 
one  exception,  shows  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  paupers  :  855,753  were 
the  numbers  relieved  in  the  last  week  of  March  (Ladj-daj)  ;  but 
in  the  fourth  week  of  June  (Midsummer)  thej  had  fallen  to  803,307, 
which  is  a  decrease  of  53,446,  or  6  *  2  per  cent,  less  at  Midsummer  than 
Lady-day.  The  population  of  the  places  returned  was  ini85 1,  1 7,652,733  ; 
but  estimating  the  increase  of  the  people  by  the  ratio  which  existed 
between  1841  and  1851,  the  numbers  are  now  probably  19,500,000,  which 
gives  one  person  as  a  pauper  in  every  24 ;  in  other  words,  there  is  one 
pauper  to  every  23  self-supporting  members  of  the  community.  This  is 
exclusive  of  lunatic  paupers  in  asylums  and  of  vagrants ;  but  the  addition 
of  these  two  classes  to  the  total  would  not  materially  alter  the  proportion 
here  given.

The  present  Return  completes  the  Monthly  Series  for  the  quarter  ended 
at  Michaelmas  1859.  The  four  following  Tables  are  given  here  in  con- 
tinuation of  those  printed  in  the  observations  prefixed  to  the  Monthly 
Returns  for  June,  September,  and  December  1858  ;  and  March  and  June 
1859.

4th.  The  Metbopolis  ;  the  comparative  pauperism  of  the  quarter. 

1.  In  the  first  Table  each  week,  compared  with  its  predecessor,  shows, 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  a  decrease,  and  during  the  month 
of  September,  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  paupers  :  802,307  were 
the  numbers  relieved  in  the  last  week  of  June  (Midsummer),  but  in  the 
fourth  week  of  September  (Michaelmas)  they  had  fallen  to  783,465,  which 
is  a  decrease  of  18,842,  or  2*3  per  cent  less  at  Michaelmas  than  Mid- 
summer. The  population  of  the  places  returned  was  in  1851,  17,652,733  ; 
but  estimating  the  increase  of  the  people  by  the  ratio  which  existed 
between  1841  and  1851  the  numbers  are  now  probably  19,500,000,  which 
gives  one  person  as  a  pauper  in  every  24 ;  in  other  words,  there  is  one 
pauper  to  every  23  self-supporting  members  of  the  community.  This  is 
exclusive  of  lunatic  paupers  in  asylums  and  of  vagrants ;  but  the  addition 
of  these  two  classes  to  the  total  would  not  materially  alter  the  proportion 
here  given.

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that,  while  the  Females  considerably  prepon- 
derate among  the  Lunatics,  they  do  not  much  exceed  the  Males  among 
the  Idiots.  But,  taking  the  two  classes  together,  the  ratio  of  Females 
to  Males  is  not  so  great  as  it  is  in  the  Pauperism  at  large,  where, 
among  the  Adults,  the  Female  are  more  than  double  the  number  of 
the  ^le  recipients  of  relief.  The  Betums  of  Pauperism  do  not  dis- 
tinguish the  sexes  of  the  children,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that,  if  they  were  discriminated,  the  proportion  would  be  materially 
changed.

11.  The  average  weekly  expense  of  each  Insane  Pauper,  is  printed 
opposite  the  respective  Unions,  at  page  26,  et  seq.*  But,  it  is  there 
termed,  in  conformity  to  the  Schedule  the  "  Average  Weekly  Cost  of 
Maintenance  and  Clothing.''  This  does  not  appear,  however  to  be 
altogether  an  accurate  description  of  the  expenditure.  Tlie  Cost  in 
County  or  Borough  Asylums  may  be  illustrated  from  the  example  of 
the  Chester  Asylum,  where,  according  to  the  13th  Report  of  the  Com- 
missioners in  Lunacy,  page  112,  the  weekly  charge  for  Paopera  belong* 
ing  to  the  County,  or  to  Boroughs  in  the  County,  is  Ss.  2d. ;  for 
Paupers  of  other  Counties  or  Boroughs  lis.  The  Cost  to  the  Asylum 
is  made  up  thus : — ^Provisions,  4s.  3d  ;  Clothing,  7d,  ;  Salaries  sod 
Wages,  2s. ;  Necessaries,  9d.  ;  Surgery  and  Dispensary,  Id.  ;  Wine, 
Spirits,  and  Porter,  Id. ;  Furniture  and  Bedding,  5d.  ;  Garden  and 
Farm,  2d. ;  Miscellaneous,  Sd. ;  Total,  Ss.  7d.  The  charge  in  Licensed 
Houses  will  be  made  up,  it  may  be  presumed,  of  similar  expenses,  with 
some  addition  as  the  proprietor's  profit.

To  THE  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty. 

Poor  Law  Boards  WkUehaJ^ 
20th  April  1861. 

Mat  it  please  Tour  Majesty, 

We,  the  Poor  Law  Board,  beg  leave  to  present  to  Your 
Majesty  the  following  Report  of  our  proceedings  during  the 
past  year. 

We  stated  in  our  last  Beport,  that  since  the  Poor  Law  ^xpoj^tore 
Amendment  Act  came  into  operation  the  sum  annually  expended  before  uui 
for  "  Belief  to  the  Poor  "  has  very  largely  decreased,  and  that  ^SS^^ 
this  expenditure  is  in  a  diminishing  ratio  when  compared  with  SSr^Smd- 
the  population  and  wealth  of  the  country.  »»ent  Act. 

We  adverted  to  the  following  facts  in  support  of  this  state- 
ment : — 

The  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  came  into  operation  in  the^^^^^ 
autumn  of  1834.  During  the  twenty-two  years  preceding,  that 
is,  fix)m  1813  to  1834,  the  aggregate  sum  expended  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  in  England  and  Wales  was  143,110,817!.,  a  sum 
equivalent  to  an  annual  average  disbursement  of  6,505,0372.  In 
the  subsequent  twenty-five  years,  that  is,  from  1835  to  1859, 
the  aggregate  sum  expended  was  129,226,833!.,  a  sum  equivalent 
to  an  annual  average  expenditure  of  5,169,073!.  Hence,  during 
a  quarter  of  a  century  there  has  been  an  average  annual  decrease 
of  1,335,9642.,  and  a  total  decrease  during  the  twenty-five  years 
of  33,399,100!. 

This  saving  has  been  effected  notwithstanding  the  heavy 
additional  burdens  which  have  been  imposed  upon  the  poor 
rates,  and  charged  in  the  item  ^'  relief  to  the  poor,''  since  1834. 
Two  of  these  burdens,  the  cost  of  the  new  union  workhouses 
and  the  salaries  of  the  paid  union  officers,  have  not  averaged  less 
than  800,000!.  a  year;  200,000!.  a  year  for  the  former,  and 
600,000!.  for  the  latter;  being  a  total  amount  of  20,000,000!. 
for  the  two  charges  together  during  the  twenty-five  years  in 
question. 

The  diminution  of  the  law  charges,  and  of  the  expenses  of  the 
removal  of  paupers,  since  1834,  has  been  a  marked  feature  in  the 
recent  administration  of  the  Poor  Law.  In  the  years  1833  and 
1834  these  expenses  averaged  256,508!.  per  annum ',  in  the  four 
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following  yean  they  averaged  14»8,973{.  In  subsequent  yeuv 
these  items  declined  still  more;  and  according  to  the  latest 
returns,  namely,  those  of  1857,  the  amount  was  only  80,7331.,  or 
less  than  one  third  of  the  average  expenditure  of  1833  and 
1834. 


We  desire  now  to  submit,  as  in  former  reports,  statements 
showing  the  condition  of  pauperism  during  the  past  year. 
Bzmnditiire  The  simi  of  5,464,964£  was  expended  for  the  relief  of  the 
d^ngt^he  poor  during  the  year  which  ended  the  25th  of  March  1860, 
^^LAdy^  being  a  decrease  of  103,725{.  as  compared  with  the  sum  expended 
1880.  during  the  preceding  year.

On  reference  to  the  return  at  page  1 84  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  was  a  large  number  of  able-bodied  paupers  relieved  out  of 
the  workliouse.  In  629  unions  returns  are  made  to  the  Board 
according  to  the  form  prescribed  by  the  General  Order  for  keeping 
acoounts,  which  reckons  the  children  of  able-bodied  paupers 
residing  with  them  in  the  number  of  the  abte-bodied.    In  tha«e 
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TinioM  it  appears  that  there  were  on  the  Ist  of  January  1861, 
335,566  out-door  able-bodied  paupers,  of  whom 

30,903  only  were  adult  malea 
89,672  „  females. 

214,991  children  under  16. 

The  proportionate  numbers,  therefore,  may  be  taken  as  one  adult 
man,  three  adult  women,  and  seven  children  under  16  years  of  age. 

Of  the  30,903  adult  males,  it  will  be  observed  that  27,066 
were  relieved  on  account  of  aidcTieaSf  accident^  or  infirmity ; 
and  that  3,669  were  relieved  on  account  of  the  want  of  work 
and  other  causes;  and  only  168  on  account  of  sudden  and 
urgent  necessity.

State  Of  em.  We  believe  that  the  agricultural,  manu&cturing,  and  com- 
pioyment.  nj^p^j^j^i  interests  may  be  considered  to  have  been  generally  in  a 
prosperous  state  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  working 
classes  have  obtained,  except  in  a  few  instances,  the  usual 
amount  of  employment.  In  some  branches  of  trade,  however^ 
a  serious  depression  has  occurred.  In  Coventry,  FoleshiU,  ami 
other  neighbouring  towns,  where  the  ribbon  trade  is  pnncipallj 
carried  on,  great  distress  has  unfortunately  prevailed  for  several 
months,  occasioned  mainly  by  a  change  of  fashion  (which  has 
diminished  the  consumption  of  ribbons),  by  the  lateness  of  tb^ 
spring,  and  the  long  continued  wet  weather  throughout  the 
summer.  At  the  same  time  a  strike  of  long  continuance  durmg 
the  autumn  among  the  silk  weavers  tended  greatly  to  increase 
the  distress  of  the  labouring  classes. 

The  fsdlures  in  the  leather  trade  have  seriously  affected  the 
persons  employed  in  the  manu&cture  of  boots  and  shoes  in 
Norwich,  Bermondsey,  and  other  places. 

In  Nottingham  also  there  has  been  a  serious  depression  in 
trade,  and  consequently  much  distress.  It  began  early  in  ^^ 
autumn,  and  was  occasioned,  we  believe,  in  a  great  measure  hj 
the  unsettled  state  of  Europe,  and  subsequently  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  which  led  to  a  considerable  diminution  in 
the  orders  for  the  goods  manufactured  there.  The  difficulties, 
we  regret  to  add,  have  been  enhanced  there  also  by  a  strike 
among  the  workmen. 
Diftreoiiii  The  distress  already  prevailing  in  some  districts,  was  during 
the  winter.  ^Yxe  winter  greatly  aggravated  and  increased  by  a  frost  of  unusual 
severity  and  duration,  which  set  in  on  the  I7th  of  December,  and, 
with  two  slight  intermissions,  lasted  till  the  19th  of  January- 
It  was  accompanied  in  several  parts  of  the  country  with  a  deep 
£9dl  of  snow,  and  its  effect  waa  necessarily  to  suspend  majiy  of 
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the  operations  of  agriculture,  to  impede  or  entirely  prevent  the  . 
navigation  of  the  rivers  and  canals,  and  to  put  an  end  for  the 
time  to  several  out-door  trades  and  occupations. 

A  commercial  convulsion  or  serious  failure  of  trade  not  only 
throws  the  working  classes  immediately  out  of  work  but  impairs 
the  fdnds  to  which  they  must  trust  for  futiure  employment. 
If  the  crisis  be  of  long  duration  the  recovery  from  it  is 
uncertain,  and,  in  point  of  time,  generally  speaking,  very 
graduaL 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  the  occurrence  of  a  severe  firost,  of 
which  the  duration  in  this  country  is  seldom  long,  only  suspends 
for  a  time  the  means  of  employment,  and  does  not  actually  diminish 
the  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  The  labour  in  the  fields,  which 
has  been  interrupted,  must  be  resumed  and  completed  as  soon 
as  the  thaw  comes  ;  the  goods  which  have  been  detained  in  their 
transit  on  the  canal  or  river  must,  when  the  ice  breaks  up,  be 
conveyed  to  their  destination ;  the  vessels  which  the  east  wind 
has  kept  out  of  port  will  arrive  in  greater  number  with  the 
change  of  weather ;  the  buildings  left  unfinished  must  be  com- 
pleted. In  short  on  all  hands  arrears  of  work  will  have 
accumulated,  and  the  labourer  will  be  compensated  for  the 
temporary  cessation  of  employment  by  the  activity  and  demand 
for  his  services  which  will  succeed. 

It  is  therefore  only  required  that  the  labourer  should  be 
enabled,  either  by  the  terms  on  which  he  is  hired  or  by  means 
of  resources  which  his  own  foresight  and  thrift  may  have  pro- 
vided, to  pass  without  serious  difficulty  or  suffering  through  the 
short  interval  of  the  suspension  of  work.  His  average  amount 
of  employment,  and  consequently  his  average  earnings,  ought  not 
to  be  materially  affected. 

With  reference  to  the  actual  administration  of  relief  during  the 
late  winter  it  is  satis&ctory  to  us  to  state,  that  out  of  628  Unions 
we  have  received  applications  fof*  a  relaxation  of  the  general  orders 
relating  to  the  relief  of  able-bodied  men,  or  for  our  sanction  to 
a  departure  from  the  provisions  of  such  orders,  from  only  98, 
being  less  than  one  sixth  of  the  whole  number.  From  a  large 
proportion  of  these  also  the  relaxation  sought  has  been  for  a 
few  special  cases  only.  In  the  great  mass  of  the  Rural  Unions 
there  has  been  no  serious  pressure,  and  no  material  increase  in 
relief  has  occurred.  The  workhouses,  with  some  exceptions,  have 
not  been  filled,  and  the  Quardians  have  had  no  difficulty  in 
adhering  strictly  to  the  provisions  of  the  General  Prohibitory 
Order.  We  thmk  it  may  hence  be  concluded  that,  generally 
throughout  the  agricultural  districts,  the  employers  of  labour 
have  been  able  to  find  work  for  their  labourers,  and  to  continue 
them  in  their  service  during  the  late  inclement  winter. 

In  some  parts  of  the  metropolis,  and  in  other  towns,  and 
in  some  Unions  in  the  neighbourhood  of  towns,  the  pressure 
has  been  more  severe,  in  consequence  of  the  population  including 
a  large  number  of  labourers  having  no  permanent  employment, 
and  being  engaged  in  trades  or  occupations  which  were  entirely

stopped  by  the  fi*ost,  such  a^  bricklayers  and  others  Connected 
with  the  building  trade,  market  gaixieners,  labourers  at  the 
docks,  fishermen,  and  those  employed  in  the  navigation  of  the 
rivers  and  canals.  In  the  metropolis,  where  there  is  always  a 
large  mass  of  such  labourers  congregated,  the  usual  number 
was  probably  materially  increased  by  the  extensive  works  con- 
nected with  the  drainage  of  the  metropolis  and  with  railways  in 
its  immediate  neighbourhood,  which  are  now  going  on.  Even 
here,  however,  the  distress  was  partial  only. 

It  may  also  be  observed,  that  generally  the  demands  for  relief 
did  not  very  largely  increase  imtil  the  firost  had  continued  for 
about  a  fortnight ;  showing  that  the  labourers  were  not  under 
the  necessity  of  applying  for  reUef  on  the  immediate  cessation  of 
their  employment,  but  w^ere  enabled  for  a  time  to  provide  for 
themselves  from  their  own  resources. 
Test  of  We  need  not  insist  on  the  importance  of  relief  being  so  admi- 

dertitution.  nigtered  as  to  encouraf^e  and  foster  habits  of  prudence,  foresight, 
and  relf-reliance  on  the  part  of  the  working  classes. 

We  deprecate,  in  the  strongest  manner,  any  system  of  indis- 
criminate relief  as  being  imjust  towards  the  ratepayers,  and 
calculated  both  to  encourage  imposture,  and  to  diminish  the 
means  of  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  really  necessitous,  by 
the  misapplication  of  the  funds  intended  for  their  relief 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  when  through  a  long  con- 
tinued frost,  or  from  any  other  circumstances  the  actual  means  of 
the  labourers  are  exhausted,  or  even  if  through  improvidence  they 
become  entirely  destitute  on  the  immediate  failure  of  their  usual 
employment,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  charged  with  the  administrar 
tion  of  relief  to  provide  them  with  sufficient  means  of  suppoit 
Neither  can  it  be  doubted  that  during  the  late  severe  weather 
extensive  distress  prevailed,  and  a  serious  emergency  had  arisen 
requiring  prompt  measures  to  meet  it,  and  energy  on  the  part  of 
those  who  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing  relief 

It  remains  to  consider  how  far  the  present  arrangements  of 
the  Poor  Laws  are  adequate  to  such  an  emergency. 
Opemfcionof     The  administration  of  relief  to  able-bodied  men  is  i^gulate<l 
SnP^'  in  rural  districts  by  the  General  Order  of  the  Board,  which 
o^er^repu-  Prohibits,  unless  in  exceptional  cases,  out-relief  to  able-bodied 
ij^out-    men;  and  also  in  a  large  number  of  the  same  Unions  by  a 
supplemental  order,   which    provides^  that   when  otit-relief  is 
granted  to  able-bodied  men,  they  shall  be  set  to  work  in  return 
for  the  relief     In  the  metropolis  and  in  the  manufacturing  dis- 
tricts the  former  order  is  not  in  force ;  but  the  Out-door  Kelief 
Kegulation  Order,  which  was  issued  in  1 852,  requires  that  able- 
bodied  men  shall,  if  allowed  out-relief,  be  set  to  work  by  the 
Guardians,  and  that  the  reUef  afforded  to  them  shall  be  given 
half  in  kind. 

All  these  ordei^  contain  a  provision  that,  if  the  Guardians 
find  it  necessary  to  depart  from  the  regulations  of  the  order,  the 
relief,  if  reported  to  the  Board  and  approved  by  them,  shall 
not  be  deemed  unlawfiiL 
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We  are  of  opinion  that  these  orders  suflSciently  provide  for 
any  cases  of  emergency,  and  that  there  is  no  foundation  for  the 
allegation  that  tlie  stringency  of  the  regulations  was  such  as 
to  prevent  the  administration  of  adequate  relief  under  the 
drcamstances  which  have  recently  occurred. 

We  have  received  several  communications  from  the  Unions 
where  the  pressure  chiefly  existed,  applying  either  for  a  relax- 
ation of  the  orders  above  referred  to,  or  for  advice  as  to  the 
course  which  the  Guardians  should  take  imder  the  emergency. 
We  saw  no  reason,  in  consequence  of  a  pressure  which  could 
not  be  of  long  duration,  and  which  a  change  of  weather  might 
at  any  moment  put  an  end  to,  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the 
General  Orders.  We  could  only  advise  that  where  suflScient 
Workhoqse  accommodation  was  available  it  should  be  made  use 
of  as  far  as  practicable,  that  when  it  was  found  necessary  to 
give  out-relief  to  able-bodied  men,  it  should  if  possible  be 
accompanied  with  a  task  of  work ;  and  that  when  the  orders 
could  not  be  strictly  adhered  to,  the  cases  in  which  the  Guardians 
departed  from  them  should  be  reported  to  us,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  orders,  for  our  sanction. 

We  received  an  application  from  the  Governors  and  Directors  st.  JamM. 
of  the  parish  of  St  James,  Westminster,  who  although  theJJe?.*™^ 
parish  is  governed  by  a  local  Act,  and  is  not  affected  by  the 
General  Orders  of  the  Board  above  referred  to,  were  desirous  of 
our  advice  in  the  emergency.  We  insert  in  the  Appendix  (p.  33), 
a  copy  of  the  letter,  and  of  the  answer  of  the  Board  which 
explains  our  views  on  the  subject. 

The  actual  distribution  of  relief  rests  with  the  Boards  of 
Guardians  and  their  officers,  and  it  is  upon  their  energy  and 
activity  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  that  its  effective  admi- 
nistration depends.  We  fully  admit  that  the  arrangements  made 
for  ordinary  circumstances  may  not  be  invariably  adequate  to 
meet  an  unexpected  and  serious  crisis,  but  the  Guardians  are 
invested  with  the  power  to  appoint  any  number  of  assistant 
officers  that  may  be  required,  and  to  call  for  any  additional 
funds;  and  we  are  aware  of  no  reason  why  any  amount  of 
distress  which  is  likely  to  arise  may  not  be,  with  the  means  at 
tiie  disposal  of  the  Guardians,  satisfactorily  and  successfully 
provided  for  by  them. 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  stating,  that  in  most  instances 
the  duties  of  the  Guardians  during  the  late  pressure  have  been 
discharged  with  great  zeal  and  judgment. 

We  may  refer  to  a  few  cases,  in  which  the  details  have  been 
communicated  to  us,  in  exemplification  of  the  mode  in  which  the 
Guardians  have  acted. 

The  Guardians  of  the  Leicester  Union,  in  reporting  the  large  ^*^jj* 
increase  in  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  Workhouse,  and 
their  projiosal  to  employ  a  policeman  to  assist  in  maintaining 
the  necessary  discipline,  state  as  follows : — "  Although  the  de- 
"  pression  is  severe,  the  Guardians  are  under  no  apprehension 
*'  that  they  shall  not  be  enabled  to  maintain  the  Workhouse 
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'*  Test,  which  previous  experience  has  proved  to  be  the  most 
''  satisfactory  mode  of  administering  relie£" 

In  subsequently  reporting  on  this  Union,  on  the  21st  of 
January,  Mr.  Weale,  the  Inspector  of  the  District,  states:— 
"  This  Union  altogether  is  in  a  most  satisfisu^tory  state.  There 
has  been  considerable  pressure  during  the  frost,  but  the 
Guardians  have  promptly  met  it  The  order  in  force  in  this 
Union  is  the  Out-door  Belief  Regulation  Order,  but  there  are 
not  more  than  16  persons  employed  under  it  The  Guardians, 
except  in  a  few  exceptional  cases,  apply  the  Workhouse  as  a 
"  test  of  destitution.  At  this  time  there  are  84s  able-bodied  men 
*'  in  the  house.  The  Master  has  not  had  occasion  during  the 
"  whole  of  the  pressure  to  make  one  complaint  to  the  magis* 
''  trates  of  misbehaviour  in  the  Workhouse.  The  increase  in  the 
'*  out-poor  this  week,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  week< 
"  last  year,  is  only  74.  So  far  as  I  can  judge,  the  conduct  of 
''  the  Guardians  has  given  general  satisfaction.  In  1848  there 
"  were  11,000  people  relieved  in  one  week.  The  total  number 
"  relieved  last  week  was  2,166." 

choriton  From  the  Guardians  of  the  Chorlton  Union  we  received  the 

^^        following  letter,  dated  the  21st  January  1861 : — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Gunrdians  of  the  poor  of  this  Union  to  inform 
you  that,  in  consequence  of  the  long  continuance  of  the  frost  in  this 
district,  an  unusually  large  number  of  applications  for  relief  have  heen 
made  by  able-bodied  men,  chiefly  bricksetters  and  plasterers'  labourers, 
who  state  they  have  not  been  able  to  work  for  the  last  four  or  five 
weeks  ;  most  of  them  had  previously  applied  for  relief,  and  had  been 
offered  admission  to  the  workhouse  and  storage  room  for  any  articles  of 
furniture  they  desired  to  retain. 

On  Thursday,  the  10th  instant,  fifty  or  sixty  of  these  applications 
were  similarly  dealt  with,  and  the  men  then  Tvent  in  a  body  to  see  the 
magistrates  assembled  in  petty  sessions,  who  heard  their  statementB  and 
promised  to  communicate  with  the  Guardians,  which  was  done  by  the 
Mayor  through  the  vice-chairman  of  this  Board. 

On  Friday  morning  (11th  instant)  upwards  of  one  hundred  applicants 
were  in  attendance  whilst  the  Guardians  were  sitting.  After  hearing 
some  of  the  applications  the  Guardians  resolved  that  every  applicant 
should  be  visited  at  his  home  during  the  day,  and  the  Gut-relief  Com- 
mittee undertook  to  meet  on  Saturday  morning  and  deal  with  all  the 
cases  that  should  come  before  them. 

With  some  extra  assistance  the  whole  of  the  cases  were  visited  and 
the  reports  entered  on  Friday.  And  on  Saturday  the  Committee  met 
and  sat  from  half  past  nine  o'clock  i..M.  to  nearly  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  whole  of  the  applications  (106  in  number)  were  heard  and  dealt 
with  as  follows  : — 

23  were  offered  workhouse  orders,  16  of  which  were  refused. 

27  were  refused  relief. 
5  did  not  appear  during  the  day. 

13  were  allowed  out-door  relief,  2s.  each  (half  in  kind). 

20  ditto  ditto  Ss,  each         ditto. 

15  ditto  ditto  4s.  each         ditto. 

2  ditto  ditto  5s.  each         ditto. 

1  ditto  ditto  6s.  each        ditto. 
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The  Guardians  would  most  probablj  not  have  relaxed  their  determi- 
nation to  offer  the  house  in  every  case  where  relief  was  necessary,  but 
a  thaw  had  commenced  on  Friday  and  continued  all  Saturday  with  the 
prospect  of  being  permanent ;  and  as  all  the  men  stated  they  should  be 
able  to  resume  work  on  Monday  or  Tuesday,  it  was  thought  advisable 
to  give  such  temporary  relief  in  each  case  as  would  put  them  over  a 
few  days. 

In  accordance  therefore  with  Article  10.  of  the  Out-door  Belief 
Regulation  Order,  I  report  the  foregoing-  circumstances,  and  enclose  a 
list  of  the  persons  relieved  and  the  sums  given  in  each  case. 

In  Notiingbani,  although  the  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  g^ns^ 
out-door  relief  amounted  at  one  tdme  to  6,319,  and  in-door  to 
1,014,  the  Guardians  were  enabled  to  set  almost  all  the  able- 
bodied  men  to  work,  and  to  adhere  to  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Relief  Order,  except  that  the  proportion  of  relief  given 
in  kind  was  somewhat  less  than  that  prescribed  by  the  order. 

The  Guardians  of  the  West  Ham  Union,  in  which  a  consider-  WMtHam 
able  pressure  existed,  took  measures  for  setting  to  work  the  able-  ^^^^ 
bodied  men  who  applied  for  relief.  The  result  is  stated  in  the 
following  minute  made  by  the  Guardians  at  their  meeting  on 
the  17th  of  January : — "The  Relieving  Officers  reported  that 
"  the  applications  for  out-door  relief  were  not  likely  to  be  fewer 
"  in  number  than  they  were  last  week.  The  Guardians  there- 
"  fore  determined  to  adhere  to  the  arrangements  then  made  in 
"  reference  to  the  Labour  Test  Order,  which  appeared  by  the 
*'  statement  of  the  Relieving  Officers  to  have  worked  very 
"  satisfactorily.  The  full  quantity  of  oakum  delivered  during 
"  the  past  week  had  been  picked  and  returned  according  to  the 
"  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and  had  been  sufficient 
"  as  a  task  to  deter  mere  idlers  and  impostors  from  continuing 
"  their  applications  for  relief" 

AVe  might  also  refer  to  other  cases  showing  the  favourable 
result  of  the  judicious  and  firm  proceedings  of  the  Guardians 
during  the  crisis. 

'  The  existence  of  distress  in  some  parts  of  the  country  has 
called  forth  in  a  remarkable  manner  the  exercise  of  charity  and 
benevolence,  particularly  as  regards  Coventry  and  the  neigh- 
bouring towns  and  the  Metropolia 

The  distress  in  Coventry  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood  CoTentiy^ 
began  in  July  last  and  continued  throughout  the  autumn,  and 
much  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  Board  and  the  Inspector 
of  the  district  to  the  subject,  and  the  latter  has  repeatedly 
visited  and  conferred  with  the  different  Boards  of  Guardians  on 
the  best  mode  of  encountering  the  emergency  which  bad  arisen. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  much  credit  is  due  to  the  Directors 
and  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  the  energy  and  discretion  which 
they  have  shown  in  the  administration  of  relief  during  this 
long  and  trying  period,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  their 
labours  have  been  much  lightened  by  the  benevolent  com- 
miseration which  the  state  of  the  Coventiy  weavers  haa  so 
generally  excited. 

B  2 
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Before  the  oommenoemeni  of  the  winter  in  November  last,  a 
meeting  of  the  magistrates  was  held  on  the  subject,  and  a 
resolution  passed,  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Board,  applying 
for  a  relaxation,  in  the  Unions  in  that  neighbourhood,  of  their 
General  Orders. 

On  communicating  with  the  Directors  of  Coventiy  and  with 
the  Guardians  of  the  neighbouring  Unions,  we  were  informed 
by  them  that  they  required  no  relaxation  of  the  orders  of  the 
Board,  and  considered  themselves  to  have  ample  powers  to  meet 
the  emergency.  Large  sums  of  money  have,  however,  been  sent 
from  various  parts  of  the  country  to  alleviate  the  distress  in 
Coventry  and  the  neighbourhood,  and  have  been  distributed 
under  the  care  of  a  oonmiittee  appointed  for  the  purpose.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  us  to  state  that,  by  the  application  of  the  funds 
raised  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  the  large  benevolence  of  the 
public,  and  the  partial  revival  of  the  ribbon  trade,  the  distress 
has  been  much  mitigated,  and  we  trust  that  it  will  soon  entirely 
cease. 
TbeMetro-  Jn  the  Metropolis,  during  the  continuance  of  the  late  severe 
weather,  not  only  did  contributions  in  large  number  and  amount 
pour  in  to  all  the  charitable  institutions  devoted  to  the  aid  of  the 
distressed,  but  considerable  sums  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  police  magistrates  and  distributed  under  their  directions. 

The  assistance  thus  afforded  to  persons  suffering  from  want» 
which  being  unaccompanied  with  the  usual  conditions  and 
incidents  of  relief  would  be  the  more  readily  accepted,  neces- 
sarily diminished  the  number  of  the  applications  to  those  whose 
especial  duty  it  is  to  administer  relief  from  the  Poor  rate. 

We  have,  however,  no  reason  to  suppose  that,  had  the  whole 
burden  fallen  upon  the  Boards  of  Guardians,  there  would  have 
been  any  difficulty  in  providing  the  means  of  meeting  the  charge, 
or  in  making  the  proper  arrangements  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Famall,  the  Inspector  of  the  Metropolitan  district,  states 
as  follows : — 

Having  attended  meetings  during  the  crisis  of  the  Guardians 
of  Bethnal  Green,  Lambeth,  Greenwich,  and  Poplar,  and  having 
personally  conferred  with  the  clerks  of  manj  Unions^  I  know  that  the 
Guardians  were  willing  and  able  to  meet  the  crisis  with  ease  ;  in  proof 
of  which  I  may  tell  you  that  the  ratepayers  of  Mile  End  Old  Town 
expressed  to  the  Guardians  of  that  parish  their  readiness  to  be  rated 
to  meet  any  emergency  there.  A  penny  in  the  pound  collected  on 
the  net  rateable  value  of  Mile  End  Old  Town  will  produce  600f.> 
and  this  sum  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  clerk,  have  more  than  met 
the  requirements  of  all  poor  persons  resident  within  that  parish  without 
the  aid  of  private  subscriptions. 

On  the  14th  instant  1  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Bethnal  Green 
Guardians,  and  on  that  day  orders  for  admission  to  the  Workhoase 
were  given  to  upwards  of  800  applicants  for  relief,  and  at  the  previoas 
meeting  of  the  Guardians  a  rather  large  number  of  orders  were  given, 
but  only  39  persons  then  accepted  them  and  came  into  the  house. 

I  will  merely  add  that  in  the  third  week  of  the  current  quarter  there 
were  in  my  district  113,166  persons  relieved,  and  that  in  the  corre* 
spending  week  of  last  year  there  were  89,268  per^na  relieved,  showing 
an  increase  of  23,898  persons  relieved  in  one  week. 
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We  desire  to  add,  that  we  have  not  thought  it  right  to  with- 
hold our  sanction  to  the  relief  actually  granted  in  some  Unions 
under  the  sudden  emergency,  which  was  likely  to  be  of  short 
duration,  although  it  was  at  variance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  orders  of  the  Board,  and  was  unaccompanied  by  any  test 
of  destitution. 

At  the  same  time  we  hope  that  the  experience  of  this  winter 
will  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  that  it  will  suggest  the  expediency 
of  adhering  in  all  cases  to  that  system  of  administration,  which 
in  the  great  majority  of  the  Unions  has  produced  so  favourable 
a  result,  and  prevented  any  difficulty  being  experienced  in  the 
administration  of  relief  in  a  season  of  unusual  severity. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  best  preparation  to  meet  such  an 
emergency  is  to  conduct  the  ordinary  administration  of  relief 
in  strict  conformity  with  those  regulations  which  are  founded 
on  the  principles  of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Acts.  We  believe 
that  the  regulations  in  question  are  calculated  not  only  to  afford 
a  proper  safeguard  against  imposture,  and  due  protection  to  the 
interests  of  the  ratepayers ;  but  also  to  secure  adequate  relief  to 
the  poor,  and  permanent  benefit  to  the  working  classes. 

We  refer  to  the  Betums  in  the  Appendix  (p.  259  et  8eq,\  as 
showing  the  increased  number  of  paupers  relieved  during  the  late 
severe  weather. 

We  also  insert  the  following  extracts  from  the  communica- 
tions which  we  have  received  from  our  Inspectors  on  the  subject 
of  the  administration  of  the  law  during  that  period. 

Mr.  Qulson  states,  in  reference  to  the  Unions  in  Cornwall,  g^jjjjjj* 
Devon,  and  the  neighbouring  counties, —  and  DeTon. 

There  has  been  no  deficiency  in  any  Union  in  my  district.  The 
several  Boards  of  Guardians  have  been  able  satisfactorilj  to  deal  with 
all  applications  for  relief,  and  no  difficulty  of  any  kind  has  been  expe- 
rienced during  the  late  severe  weather. 

At  Bristol,  where  the  greatest  pressure  arose,  the  applications  were 
numerous,  but  the  Guardians  found  no  difficulty  in  meeting  the  emer* 
gency.  They  had  a  good  stone  yard  and  oakum  shop  at  which  to 
employ  all  applicants  able  to  work  according  to  their  several  abilities, 
and  this  test  operated  to  prevent  imposture.  The  result  has  been  that 
the  out-door  paupers  in  the  Bristol  Union  did  not  increase  more  than 
about  400,  the  greatest  number  being  3,788,  whilst  in  the  correspon- 
ding week  of  last  year,  the  number  was  8,391.  In  the  same  week  the 
number  in  the  Workhouse  was  1,001,  and  in  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year,  907.  In  all  the  Unions  under  my  supervision  the  nimiber 
of  applicants  was  of  course  increased  during  the  late  severe  weather, 
but  in  none  has  the  administration  of  the  Poor  Law  been  insufficient 
to  meet  the  emergency,  nor  does  any  complaint  of  its  insufficiency  exist 
in  this  part  of  the  country. 

Mr.   Hawley,   Inspector    of  Unions    in    Hants,   Wilts,    andunioniin 
Sussex,  states : —  wiK'uid 

Though  the  weather  has  probably  been  as  severe  in  this  as  in  any  ^**"^ 
other  districts,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  difficulty  having  occurred  which 
the  Guardians  have  not  been  able  to  overcome  with  the  ordinary 
x&achinery  at  their  disposal. 
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The  only  Unions  in  which  unnsnal  pressure  was  experienced  were 
the  Lymington  and  New  Forest  Unions,  in  the  coanty  of  Southampton, 
and  the  Midhurst  Union,  in  the  county  of  Sussex. 

Altogether  I  consider  the  late  crisis  to  have  afforded  incontestable 
evidence  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  Poor  Law,  not  only  for  all  ordinarj 
purposes,  but  for  dealing  with  any  sudden  and  unusual  pressure  which 
may  be  brought  to  bear  against  it.  Its  elasticity  of  action,  promptitude, 
and  facility  of  application,  and  beneficial  results  to  the  poor,  have  been 
fairly  tested,  and  a  sound  and  vigorous,  but  at  the  same  time  humane, 
administration  of  its  provisions  are  all  that  is  required  for  a  practical 
vindication  of  its  own  value  and  of  the  prudence  and  judgment  which 
framed  it. 

Mr.  Weale,  in  reference  to  his  District,  comprising  Unions  in 
the  Midland  Counties,  states : — 

In  my  district  the  Poor  Law  has  been  quite  able  to  meet  all  the 
applications  for  relief  that  have  been  made  upon  ir.  Scarcely  any  of 
the  Workhouses  are  full,  and  in  only  two  or  three  Unions  has  it  been 
necessary  to  have  resort  to  the  Out-door  Labour  Test  Order. 

Sir  John  WaJsham,  Inspector  of  Unions  in  Norfolk,  Suffolk, 
Essex,  and  Kent,  states : — 

So  far  as  my  experience  goes,  the  allegation  repeated  in  many  news- 
papers, that  the  law  had  practically  broken  down  in  the  late  crisis,  was 
neither  founded  on  fact,  nor  justified  by  anything  which  really 
occurred,  at  all  events  in  my  district. 

It  is  true  that  the  West  Ham  Union  is  the  only  Metropolitan  Union 
with  its  '*  Londoners  over  the  border "  under  my  charge ;  but  the 
Board  will  have  learned  from  my  report  of  the  23d,  that  the  numerous 
applications  for  relief,  even  in  that  Union,  are  stated  to  have  been 
satisfactorily  met  by  admissions  into  the  Workhouse,  and  by  employ- 
ment under  the  Labour  Test  Order. 

In  the  great  majority,  i.e.,  in  sixty  at  the  least  of  my  seventy-six 
Unions,  the  Guardians  have  not,  however,  found  it  necessary,  during 
the  last  trying  month,  to  depart  in  any  respect  from  the  provisions  of 
the  Prohibitory  Order,  nor  was  the  workhouse  accommodation  of  those 
Unions  entirely  exhausted  at  any  period  of  such  month  ;  and  although, 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  last  ten  years,  the 
number  of  workhouse  inmates  of  the  able-bodied  classes  has  been 
undoubtedly  high,  I  have  often  known  them  higher  in  ordinary  winters 
prior  to  1851. 

I  have  failed  to  perceive  the  slightest  symptom  of  a  break-down  in 
the  law  during  the  recent  crisis.  On  the  contrary  I  should  say  that 
such  crisis  proved  beyond  a  doubt  the  facility  and  efficiency  with 
which  the  local  organization,  regulated  rather  than  controlled  by  the 
central  authority,  can  deal  with  any  emergencies. 

Mr.  Figott,  whose  district  lies  in  Berkshire,  Buckinghamshire, 
Surrey,  Sussex,  and  other  counties,  states  : — 

In  my  district,  which  consists  of  rural  Unions  only,  all  applications 
for  relief,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  have  been  adequately 
dealt  with,  without  any  infringement  of  the  spirit  of  the  Poor  Lair 
Amendment  Act,  or  departure  from  the  Regulations  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board. 

In  three  or  four  Unions  (Buckingham,  Kingston,  and  Uxbridge)  the 
Guardians  have  availed  themselves  of  the  power  given  under  Article  & 
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of  the  Prohibitory  Order  to  grant  out-relief,  in  kind,  to  large  families 
of  labotirers  having  employment  temporarily  suspended  through  the 
frost,  which  relief  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Poor  Law  Board  ;  and 
in  a  few  Unions  where  the  Out-door  Labour  Test  Order  is  in  force,  it 
{las  been  had  recourse  to  in  similar  cases,  but  in  only  five  of  the  sixty- 
seven  Unions  under  my  superintendence,  viz.  : — 

Buckingham, 

Brighton, 

Guildford, 

Maidstone, 

Uxbridge, 

has  the  maximum  number  of  inmates  been  reached,  and  in  three  fifths 
of  the  remainder  the  male  able- wards  are  almost  entirely  empty. 

So  far  from  the  Poor  Law  having  broken  down,  I  believe  that  it  is 
wholly  owing  to  its  salutary  provisions  and  arrangements  that,  in 
rural  Unions,  every  case  of  destitution  has  been  promptly  dealt  with 
and  relieved,  and  that  the  undoubted  privations  and  sufferings  of  large 
and  young  families  of  labourers  during  so  long  and  general  a  suspension 
of  employment  in  husbandry,  have  been  so  mitigated  that  I  have  not 
heard,  in  the  seven  counties  composing  my  district,  of  a  single  caae 
requiring  official  inquiry  or  intervention. 

Mr.  Graves,  Inspector  of  Ilnions  in  Gloucestershire,  Hereford-  5"^3jl? 
shire,  and  other  counties  in  the  west  of  England,  and  in  South  of  Engiuid 
Wales,  states :—  ^tiS^'^ 

Nothing  has  occurred  within  my  district  which  leads  me  to  suppose 
.that  the  Poor  Law,  as  set  forth  in  Acts  of  Parliament  and  in  the 
Kegulations  of  the  Commissioners,  is  injudicious  or  necessarily  in- 
operative under  such  pressure  as  we  have  recently  witnessed. 

The  distress  has  been  less  than  I  anticipated  and  has  been  exceeded 
on  several  former  occasions  within  my  knowledge,  but  it  has  been  of  a 
kind  easily  brought  home  to  the  feelings. 

I  have  not  heard  of  any  instance  in  which  a  Board  of  Guardians  has 
been  unable  or  unwilling  to  deal  with  all  applicants,^  and  I  believe  that 
in  general  their  administration  has  been  sound. 

lifr.   Doyle,   Inspector    of   Unions    in  Cheshire,   Shropshire,  Uniona  in 
"Staffordshire,  and  in  North  Wales,  states : —  Sto^Stkf. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  pretext  for  saying  that  in  this  district  **  the  North 
law  has  been  broken  down  "  or  been  found  insufficient  to  meet  the  ^^^^ 
emergency  created  by  the  temporary  distress  of  a  portion  of  the 
labouring   class.     In   every  Union  in  my  district  in  which  unusual 
distress  prevailed  the  Guardians  met  the  difficulty  with  promptitude 
and  success. 

A  report  &om  Mr.  Doyle  on  the  subject  ia  inserted  in  the 
Appendix,  p.  36. 

Mr.  Manwaring,  Inspector  of  Unions  in  Lancashire  and  the^nioMin 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  in  reference  to  the  inquiry  whether  andtho*'* 
he  had  observed  any  deficiencies  in  the  Poor  Law  during  the  rffoS^ 
recent  pressure,  which  rendered  its  administration  insufficient  "^^^^ 
fully  to  meet  the  emergency,  states : — 

I  have  not  observed  anything  of  the  kind  in  my  district  or  heard  of 
it. 
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There  are  several  Unions  in  mj  district  where  the  Guardians  have 
given  out-door  relief  to  comparativelj  a  few  able-bodied,  but  they  have 
reported  the  cases  to  the  Poor  Law  Board. 

I  feel  confident  that  if  every  Board  of  Guardians  in  mj  district  had 
tried  to  relieve  all  able-bodied  in  strict  conformity  with  the  Order,  tbey 
could  have  done  so  without  any  difficulty. 

Mr.  Lambert,  whose  district  lies  in  Lincolnshire,  Nottingham- 
shire,  the  East  and  North  Ridings  of  Yorkshire,  and  other 
counties,  states : — 

Out  of  the  sixty-one  Unions  in  my  district  there  have  been  only  nine 
in  which  a  relaxation  of  the  law  has  been  found  necessary  or  applied 
for. 

With  the  above  exceptions  the  law  has  been  strictly  administered 
throughout  my  district,  and  in  no  single  instance  can  it  be  said  to  have 
broken  down. 

Funds  have  never  been  wanting  to  meet  the  extra  relief  reqaired, 
and  neither  Guardians  nor  Union  officers  have  been  found  indisposed 
or  unable  to  deal  satisfactorily  and  systematically  with  the  applications 
which  have  come  before  them.  As  a  conclusive  proof  that  there  was 
no  want  of  funds  to  meet  the  recent  pressure,  the  aggregate  balances  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  61  Unions  in  my  district  at  the  end 
of  the  fourth  week  of  the  frost  amounted  to  no  less  than  57,805/, 
whilst  the  whole  cost  incurred  for  out-door  relief  during  that  week  was 
only  5,343^ 

Mr.  Hurst,  Inspector  of  the  Unions  in  Northumberland, 
Cumberland,  and  Durham,  states : — 

After  ten  years'  experience  in  the  North  as  an  Inspector  I  can  say 
with  truth  the  Guardians  with  whom  I  have  been  associated  carry  out 
this  principle  [i.e.  that  the  law  of  England  does  not  allow  any  man  to 
starve]  ;  at  the  same  time  they  endeavour  to  hold  the  scales  evenly 
between  the  applicant  for  relief  and  the  ratepayer.  A  different  course 
must  be  attended  with  imposition,  to  prevent  which  the  Workhouse  and 
Labour  Tests  must  be  resorted  to.  Relief  when  thus  administered  will 
be  followed  by  habits  of  forethought  and  self-dependence. 

The  effect  of  the  system  in  the  North  is  to  make  the  working  classes 
more  provident.  They  have  been  receiving  good  wages  ;  and  had  they 
not  been  more  careful  of  their  earnings  than  formerly,  the  recipients  oi 
relief  during  nearly  four  weeks  of  frost,  ending  the  12th  instant,  as 
compared  with  the  two  previous  years  must  have  largely  increased.

nmpen.  ^®  hskYQ  caused  the  lists  of  lunatics,  idiots,  and  other  persons 

gJMuaiy  of  unsound  mind  chargeable  to  the  poor  rates  on  the  Ist  January 
1860,  to  be  tabulated. 

It  appears  from  these  that  in  646  unions  and  single  parishes 
under  Boards  of  Guardians,  there  were  31,543  insane  paupers, 
of  whom  22,378  were  lunatics  and  9,165  idiots.  The  whole 
number  of  paupers,  inclusive  of  the  insane,  was  on  the  same 
day  850,896.

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^trid;  We  have  adverted  in  previous  reports  to  the  legal  and  practical 

■epmte^  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  general  organization  of  School 

Suochui     Districts  under  the  provisions  of  7  &  8  Yict.  a  101.  s.  40.,  and 

«<^«>>»-       11  &  12  Vict.  c.  82.  a  1.     No  additional  school  districts  have 

been  formed  during  the  past  year.     Some  further  progress  has, 

however,  been  mnde  in  the  establishment  of  separate  schools  for 

large  Unions  or  single  parishes. 

The  school  for  the  important  parish  of  Saint  Marylebone,  the 
building  of  which  had  been  commenced  at  the  date  of  our  report 
for  the  year  1 858,  has  since  been  completed,  and  is  now  in  active 
operation.  The  removal  of  the  children  from  the  crowded 
Workhouse  of  that  parish  to  an  establishment  situated  in  a 
more  open  and  healthy  locality,  will  not  only  prove,  as  we  hope, 
highly  beneficial  to  them,  but  will  render  practicable  an  improve- 
ment in  the  accommodation  and  classification  of  the  Workhouse 
itself.  The  Guardians  of  the  Sheffield  Union  since  completing 
the  alterations  of  their  Workhouse  have  made  considerable 
improvements  in  the  building  at  Pitsmoor,  which  has  been 
occupied  for  some  time  by  the  pauper  children  of  that  Union, 
and  which  we  believe  will  be  an  efficient  and  useful  establish- 
ment. The  Guardians  of  the  Hamlet  of  Mile  End  Old  Town, 
in  addition  to  a  large  and  commodious  Workhouse,  have 
provided  an  entirely  distinct  school  for  their  children. 

Although  some  difficulties  may  occasionally  arise  in  the 
management  of  separate  establishments  for  children,  their  main- 
tenance and  education  in  schools  removed  from  the  associations 
of  a  Workhouse  are  so  manifestly  advantageous,  that  it  appears 
highly  desirable  to  promote  the  formation  of  such  schools  in  all 
practicable  cases. 

KewiJnions.  The  increased  popidation  and  importance  of  the  port  of 
Birkenhead  and  its  neighbourhood  having  very  materially 
altered  the  condition  of  the  Wirral  Union,  in  Cheshire,  we 
have  deemed  it  expedient  to  divide  that  Union  into  two  parts, 
and  to  constitute  a  new  Union,  which  we  have  designated  the 
Birkenhead  Union.  The  order  constituting  this  Union  came 
into  operation  upon  the  25th  March  1861. 

We  have  also  formed  two  Unions  in  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  out  of  some  parishes  and  townships  liitherto  un- 
united, and  others  which,  it  wajs  supposed,  formed  part  of  some 
of  the  Gilbert  Unions  in  that  county,  but  which,  according  to 
a  decision  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  lately  pronounced, 
were  held  not  to  be  legally  united  with  those  incorporations. 
One  of  these  Unions  is  termed  the  Wetherby  Union,  having 
the  town  of  that  name  for  its  centre ;  the  other  is  designated 
the  WharfedaJe  Union,  being  composed  of  townships  mostly 
situated  in  the  valley  of  the  river  Wharfe. 

The  particulars  of  these  Unions  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix,  p.  297. 

VaooiMiUon.  A  summary  of  the  returns  received  from  the  several  Unions 
and  Parishes  in  England  and  Wales  of  the  number  vaodnated 
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by  the  puUic  vaccinators  during  the  year  ended  at  Michaelmas 
last  is  given  in  the  Appendix,  page  300.  This  summary  shows 
the  number  of  persons  vacciuated  during  the  present  year  to 
have  been  494,942,  being  an  increase  upon  the  number  vac- 
{dnated  in  the  last  year  of  39,593.  The  summary  also  shows 
that  the  number  of  cases  in  which  the  vaccination  has  been 
successful  is  485,927>  which  is  an  increase  of  40,907  upon  the 
BTunber  successfully  vaccinated  in  1859. 

We  have  affixed  our  seal  to  the  plans  of  new  workhouses  workhouses 
for  the  following  Unions ;  viz.,  Bevei'ley  for  1 30  inmates,  aSewdL 
Blackburn  700,  Gower  50,  Hartlepool  200,  Huddersfield  150 
(adults),  and  Sedgefield  60  inmates ;  and  to  plans  of  school- 
houses  for  the  Parish  of  Saint  Pancras  for  400  children,  and  for 
the  Sheffield  Union  for  IGO  children ;  and  also  to  plans  for  the 
eDlargement  or  improvement  of  the  workhouses  of  the  following 
Unions ;  viz.,  £radfield,  Chelsea  { Parish),  Chorlton,  Crickhowell, 
Downham,  East  Retford,  Kensington  (Parish),  Louth,  New- 
market, Poole,  Portsea  Island,  Runcorn,  Salford,  Settle,  Solihull, 
South  Shields,  Stoke-upon-Trent  (Parish),  Tynenaouth,  Wecit 
Bromwich,  Whitby,  and  Windsor ; .  also  to  plans  for  altering  and 
improving  the  Brighton  school-house,  the  Manchester  school- 
house  (at  Swinton),  and  the  school-house  of  the  Reading  and 
Wokingham  School  District  (at  Wargrave);  and  likewise  to 
plans  of  new  board-room  offices  for  the  parish  of  Rotherhithe 
and  for  the  York  Union. 

The  Act  of  the  previous  Session,  22  &;  28  Vict.  c.  49.,  provided  5jr°e»*  ^^ 
by  a  retrospective  clause  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  claims  22  &  23 vict. 
against  Boards  of  Guardians  within  a  limited  period,  and  as  to  °**** 
such  BA  had  been  incurred  beyond  the  period  of  two  years  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  Act,  empowered  this  Board  to  authorize  the 
payment  of  such  claims  by  the  Guardians.  Where  any  ratepayer 
should  impugn  the  propriety  of  the  claim,  the  Board  were  re- 
quired by  the  terms  of  that  clause  to  institute  an  open  and 
public  investigation,  so  that  the  Board  might  be  satisfied  that 
no  fraud,  collusion,  or  neglect  of  the  general  rules  of  the  Board, 
respecting  the  contraction  or  discharge  of  the  debt  or  claim, 
had  been  committed  by  the  claimant.  We  have  issued  20  orders 
under  this  provision,  which  applied  to  94  debts  or  claims,  l>ut 
in  only  one  case  was  a  public  investigation  required.  That 
application  was  made  in  reference  to  the  debts  of  the  City  of 
London  Union,  and  an  open  inquiry  which  lasted  several  days 
was  held  before  our  Metropolitan  Inspector.  No  charge  of  any 
improper  conduct  was  established,  and  we  gave  our  consent  to 
the  liquidation  of  the  debts  by  five  annual  instalments.  The 
return  of  the  orders  issued  by  the  Board  under  this  Act,  as 
required  by  the  clause  here  referred  to,  was  presented  to  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  21st  August  last,  and  has  since 
been  printed. 

The  Ist  clause  of  that  Act,  which  requires  the  Boards  of 
Ouardians  to  pay  all  their  -debts  within  three  months  after  the 
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expiration  of  the  half  year  in  which  they  have  been  incurred, 
has  been  generally  observed ;  but  occasionally  we  have  been 
called  upon  to  extend  the  period  to  the  limit  of  12  months, 
according  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  us  by  the  Act 

^^tAp-  In  our  last  report  we  set  forth  in  considerable  detail  the 
nature  of  the  legal  and  judicial  functions  exercised  by  the 
Board,  and  among  them  we  referred  to  our  jurisdiction  in 
regard  to  appeals  against  the  decisions  of  auditors.  This  branch 
of  administration  continues  to  require  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  time  of  the  Board,  and  has  attracted  much  public 
attention,  and  elicited  some  criticism.  Complaints  are  made  of 
the  frivolous  nature  of  the  disallowances,  and  the  annoyances 
which  are  caused  to  individuals  filling  gratuitous  offices  by 
being  exposed  to  the  surcharges  imposed  by  auditors.  Our  ex- 
perience enables  us  to  state  that,  though  the  amounts  which  are 
disallowed  are  often  small  in  amount,  they  generally  involve 
some  question  of  principle,  ot  some  practice  of  general  application, 
so  that  a  decision  respecting  a  very  small  sum  may  affect  many 
hundreds  of  pounds,  or  may  alter  the  course  adopted  by  Boards 
of  Guardians  or  their  officers  in  administering  relief  over  a  large 
district. 

If  the  decision  of  the  auditor  be  erroneous,  and,  like 
every  other  judicial  authority,  he  may  occasionally  err,  his 
decision  can  be  set  aside;  if  he  be  legally  right,  the  power 
conferred  on  the  Board  to  remit  his  surcharge  or  disallowance 
frees  the  party  from  any  pecuniary  responsibility.  The  course 
which  has  been  laid  down  by  the  Board  to  guide  them  in  the 
exercise  of  their  functions  in  these  cases  is  to  satisfy  themselves 
that  the  party  making  or  authorizing  the  payment,  fairly  and 
reasonably  believed  it  to  be  a  legal  payment.  The  Board 
invariably  give  to  the  applicant  credit  for  such  belief,  unless  it 
be  shown  that  by  previous  decisions  fully  and  carefully  considered 
and  confirmed,  the  illegality  and  impropriety  of  the  payment 
must  have  been  known  to  the  applicant.  When  this  is  the  case, 
the  Board  consider  that  they  are  not  justified  in  disturbing  the 
auditor's  decision. 

We  admit  that  when  a  vigilant  auditor  succeeds  to  a  lax  or  less 
accurate  one,  and  when  auditors  alter  the  practice  of  their  pre- 
decessors, the  Guardians  or  officers  who  have  to  render  account 
may  find  themselves  unexpectedly  placed'  in  a  difficulty  in 
respect  of  certain  payments,  which  they  did  not  anticipate. 

Under  such  circumstances  we  believe,  however,  that  a  strict 
and  proper  audit,  though  it  may  cause  a  momentary  dissatis- 
&ction,  must  effect  a  permanent  benefit. 

In  these  appeals  no  expense  is  incurred  by  the  applicant,  as 
the  Board  conduct  the  inquiries  by  correspondence,  and  only 
require  such  statements  of  facts  as  can  readily  be  supplied  by 
the  applicant  or  the  officers  of  the  Union  or  parish. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  the  decision  of  the  appeals  should 
be  transferred  to  the  county  courts  or  the  justices  in  their  petty 
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sessions.  In  reference  to  that  proposal  we  have  to  observe  that 
neither  of  those  tribunals  is  so  conversant  with  the  rules,  orders, 
and  regulations  affecting  the  administration  of  the  law  as  the 
Poor  Law  Board  necessarily  is ;  and  that  the  delay  and  expense 
which  would  attend  proceedings  before  any  tribunal  which  might 
be  substituted  for  the  Board  is  also  worthy  of  consideration.  Leguiation. 

In  the  last  Session  of  Parliament  two  Acts  were  passed,  which  J{f"5J^.°' 
require  to  be  noticed  by  u&  The  first  is  the  23  &  24  Vict,  minion, 
a  101.  This  statute  continues  the  powers  of  this  Board,  which 
would  have  expired  at  the  end  of  the  session,  for  three  years, 
until  the  23d  of  July  1863.  When  the  bill  was  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  Her  Majesty's  Government  gave  their  assent  to  a 
proposal  which  was  made  that  there  should  be  a  committee  of 
that  House  to  inquire  into  the  working  of  the  Poor  Law  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Board.  Accordingly,  upon  the  motion  of 
the  President,  at  the  commencement  of  this  Session  a  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  administration  of  the 
relief  of  the  poor  under  the  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  issued 
by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  and  the  Poor  Law  Board  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Acts,  and 
into  the  operation  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  relief  of  the  poor. 
The  committee  has  sat  some  time,  and  has  been  engaged  in  the 
examination  of  witnesses. 

The  other  Act  is  the  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  77.,  which  amends  the  5^„^ 
previous  Acts  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  by  establishing  the  B«movAi 
Boards  of  Guardians  to  be  the  local  authorities  in  Unions  and  »A*f4Vict. 
parishes  to  carry  into  execution  the  provisions  of  that  Act  in  ^•^' 
places  where  there  exists  no  other  local  authority  of  a  corporate 
or  collective  character.     We  deemed  it  advisable  to  communicate 
a  short  summary  of  this  statute  in  a  circular  letter  addressed  to 
all  Boards  of  Guardians,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix  (p.  31).     Many  Boards  of  Guardians  have  taken  this 
matter  into    their  consideration,  and  appointed  inspectors   of 
nuisances  for  the  parishes  in  their  districte.     Some  question  has 
arisen  in  regard  to  the  mode  in  which  the  salary  of  this  officer 
should  be  charged,  and  as  the  statute  is  silent  upon  the  point, 
we  have  advised  the  Guardians  to  refer  to  the  number  of  tene- 
ments or   to  the  extent   of  the  population  in   the  respective 
parishes  in  every  district,  and  apportion  the  salary  accordingly. 
It  appeared  to  us  that  in  this  manner  the  charge  would  be  im- 
posed in  the  nearest  proportion  to  the  probable  demand  for  the 
services  of  the  officer. 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  which  was  irremoyabie 
appointed  in  1858  to  report  upon  the  operation  of  the  Actg^mftteSi 
9  &  10  Vict  c  66.,  rekting  to  the  Removal  of  the  Poor,  and 
the  Acts  10  &  11  Vict,  a  110.,  and  11  &  12  Viot  c.  110., 
whereby  the  relief  of  irremovable  poor  has  been  charged  upon 
the  common  fund  in  Unions,  and  which  was  renewed  in  1859, 
was  again  appointed  in  the  spring  of  last  year.    These  com* 
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mittees  examined  a  great  many  witnesses  in  reference  to  the 
several  matters  referred  to  them,  and  particularly  in  regard  to 
the  removnl  of  paupers  from  England  to  Ireland,  and  passed 
various  resolutions,  which  they  reported  to  the  House. 

They  recommended  the  reduction  of  the  period  of  residence 

from  five  years  to  three,  and  that  the  area  of  the  residence

contributionB  of  parishes  to   that  fund  should   be   henceforth 

calculated  upon  a  different  basis. 

fiemovaia         Thcv  also  passcd  Certain  resolutions  framed  to  mitigate  the 

land  to  Ire-  hardships  to  whidi  poor  persons  are  sometimes  exposed  who  are

several  resolutions  of  the  Select  Committee  of  1860  appear  is

Two  bills  have  been  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons 
during  the  present  Session,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  these 
proposals,  slightly  modified,  to  the  deliberation  of  Parliament 

Supenmnu-  The  President  of  the  Board  also  submitted  to  the  House  of 
LawOffioera.  Commons  last  session  a  bill  for  providing  superannuation 
allowances  to  Poor  Law  oflScers  by  Boards  of  Guardians ;  but 
the  session  closed  before  the  decision  of  Parliament  could  be 
obtained  upon  it,  and  the  subject  is  one  which  will  probably 
be  considered  by  the  committee  now  sitting  upon  the  geneitil 
subject  of  the  operation  of  the  Poor  Laws  above  referred  to. 

^  Poormedi-       It  is  also  proper  to  notice  the  introduction   in  the  same 

session  of  a  bill  by  Mr.  Pigott,  lately  member  for  Reading, 
having  for  its  object,  to  provide  a  better  remuneration  of  medical 
officers  of  Unions  and  parishes,  and  a  different  administration  of 
medical  relief  to  the  poor.  The  bill,  however,  was  opposed  in 
so  many  quarters,  and  received  so  little  support,  that  Mr.  Pigott 
withdrew  it  before  it  was  read  a  second  time.

Removal  op  Nuisances  and  Prevention  of  Diseases.  —  Circular 
Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  Boards  of  Guardians. 

Poor  Law  Board,  Whitehall,  S.  W., 
iSm,  10/A  October  1860. 

I  AM  directed  bj  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  bring  under  the  notice 
of  the  Guardians  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  last  Session  of  Parlia- 
inent  for  amending  the  Acts  for  the  Removal  of  Nuisances,  and  the 
Prevention  of  Diseases.     The  Act  is  the  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  77- 

By  the  statutes  18  &  19  Vict.  cc.  116.  and  121.,  the  former  passed  for 
the  Prevention  of  Diseases,  and  the  latter  for  tbe  Removal  of  Nuisances, 
the  powers  and  obligations  thereby  created  were  conferred  upon  certain 
local  authorities  who  were  either  designated  or  created  by  those  Acts.. 
The  Boards  of  Guardians  of  Unions  and  Parishes  were  not  among  them. 
The  Act  of  the  last  Session^  however,  having  made  an  alteration  in  this> 
respect,  and  created  the  Guardians  local  authorities  to  execute  those  Acts 
in  certain  cases,  it  is  necessary  that  their  attention  should  be  at  once 
directed  to  this  subject. 

The  Act  has  repealed  the  previous  provisions  which  constituted  the 
local  authorities,  and  which  prescribed  the  funds  to  be  charged  with  their 
expenses,  and  has  constituted  those  authorities  afresh.  Thus  local 
boards  of  health,  town  councils,  trustees  or  commissioners  under  Improve- 
ment Acts,  are  to  be  the  local  authorities  within  their  respective  districts. 
But  in  any  place  where  no  such  authority  exists,  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
of  the  Poor  for  such  place,  or  of  the  Union  comprising  it,  shall  be  such 
local  authority ;  and  where  there  is  no  such  Board  of  Guardians  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  act  as  such. 

Section  3  preserves,  however,  those  local  authorities  consisting  of  the 
Highway  Boards  and  the  Nuisances  Removal  Committees,  chosen  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Nuisance  Removal  Act  of  1865,  which  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  the  new  Act  (which  bears  date  the  6th  August  last)  employed, 
or  had  joined  in  employing,  a  sanitary  Inspector,  so  long  as  they  continue 
to  employ  such  Inspector,  and  as  regards  the  Nuisances  Removal  Com- 
mittee, so  long  as  it  shall  bo  annually  chosen  in  the  manner  required  by 
the  Act  of  1855. 

It  is  therefore  incumbent  upon  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  ascertain,  as 
speedily  as  practicable,  whether  there  be  any  such  local  authority  as  that 
adverted  to  acting  for  their  Parish  or  Union,  or  any  part  of  it.  If  there 
be  any  local  authority  as  above  explained  acting  for  the  whole  of  their 
district,  their  obligation  and  authority  under  the  statutes  for  the  Removal 
of  Nuisances  will  not  at  present  arise  ;  but  if  there  be  no  such  authority^ 
or  if  it  extend  to  a  part  only  of  their  own  district,  they  must  act  within 
the  whole  or  the  residue  of  their  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  pursuance 
of  those  statutes. 

The  Board  cannot  in  this  communication  set  out  in  detail  the  duties 
which  will  now  devolve  upon  the  Guardians,  nor  the  powers  which  have 
been  conferred  upon  them  as  such  local  authorities,  by  the  application  of 
the  former  statutes  to  them ;  but  the  Guardians  will  no  doubt  refer  to 
the  various  provisions  contained  in  the  statutes  in  question. 
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Section  4  of  the  new  statute  provides  for  the  charges  and  expenses  to 
be  incurred  bj  the  local  authorities  in  the  Removal  of  Nuisances  ;  and  as 
regards  Boards  of  Guardians  provides  for  five  separate  contingencies. 

!•  Where  the  Board  of  Guardians  is  the  local  authoritj  for  a  whole 
Union. 

2.  Where  it  is  such  for  two  or  more  Parishes  only,  and  not  for  alL 

3.  Where  it  is  such  for  one  Parish  only  in  the  Union. 

4.  Where  it  is  such  for  part  onlv  of  a  Parish,  together  with  the  whole 

or  part  only  of  another  Parish. 
5*  Where  the  Board  of  Guardians  act  for  a  Parish,  and  not  for  a  Union. 

The  statute  requires  that  the  charges  in  all  these  cases  shall  be  defrayed 
out  of  the  poor  rate  of  the  place  or  places  for  which  those  charges  shall 
have  been  incurred.  As  regards  the  fourth  case,  the  Board  of  Guardians 
are  to  apportion  the  expenses  between  the  part  of  the  parish  and  the 
other  parish  or  place ;  and  it  is  provided  in  the  case  where  a  part  of  a 
parish  is  to  be  charged,  that  the  expense  incurred  by  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians shall  be  defrayed  by  an  addition  to  the  poor  rate,  and  shall  be  raised 
and  paid  in  like  manner  as  money  expended  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

By  section  5  power  is  given  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  a  Union  to 
appoint  a  committee  or  committees  of  its  own  body  to  act  in  one  or 
more  of  the  parishes  for  which  it  is  the  local  authority.  This  Committee 
shall  have  full  power  of  executing  the  Act  "within  its  district,  unless  its 
power  be  expressly  limited  by  the  terms  of  its  appointment. 

The  expenses  of  such  Committee  are  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  poor 
rates  of  the  places  for  which  it  is  appointed,  and  in  the  case  of  any  such 
appointment  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  residue  of  the  Union  are 
required  to  be  defrayed  as  the  expenses  of  a  Committee. 

When  a  Committee  is  appointed  for  the  whole  district  of  the  local 
authority,  the  charges  are  to  bo  contributed  and  paid  as  if  such  Com- 
mittee had  not  been  appointed,  that  is,  as  it  appears  to  the  Board,  by  the 
parish  or  parishes  on  whoso  account  the  expenses  shall  have  been 
incurred,  and  in  the  proportion  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  incarred 
in  or  for  the  several  parishes  or  places. 

By  Section  9  the  Board  of  Guardians  are  empowered  to  appoint  or 
employ  inspectors  of  nuisances,  and  to  make  such  payments  as  they  see 
fit  for  the  remuneration  and  expenses  of  such  inspectors.  Upon  tlu^ 
clause  the  Board  will  observe  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  must  determine 
how  to  apportion  the  salary  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  having  regard 
to  the  previous  rules  prescribed  by  the  legislature.  It  will  be  necessary 
also  that  the  (juardians  should  be  careful  to  ascertain  that  the  person 
appointed  to  act  shall  be  legally  competent  to  undertake  the  office.  If, 
therefore,  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  appoint  a  Relieving  Officer  to  be  an 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  it  will  be  necessary  that  an  application  should  be 
made  to  this  Board  for  their  consent,  in  accordance  with  Art.  166.  of 
the  General  Consolidated  Order. 

The  new  statute  then  proceeds  to  enact  that  the  Board  of  Guardians 
shall  be  the  local  authority  for  executing  the  Diseases  Prevention  Act  of 
18o5  within  their  district,  and  provides  that  their  expenses  shall  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  common  fund  of  the  Union,  or  out  of  the  poor  rate  of 
the  parish  where  the  same  is  not  in  any  Union. 

But  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  appoint  Committees  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Act  in  like  manner,  and  with  the  like  authority,  and  Subject  to 
the  same  provisions  as  to  their  expenses,  as  is  above  provided  in  regard 
to  the  Committees  to  be  appointed  for  the  Removal  of  Nuisances. 

The  Privy  Council  may,  however,  if  they  see  fit,  authorize  any  other 
local  authority  appointed  for  the  Removal  of  Nuisances  to  be  the  authority 
for  executing  the  Diseases  Prevention  Act  in  the  place  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians. 
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It  ia  neceasaij  now  to  re&r  to  two  enactmentB  calculated  to  be  of  mach 
U96  to  nuuij  Boards  of  Guardians.  The  first  is  contained  in  section  12, 
which  enables  them,  where  thej  are  the  authoiities  for  executing  the 
Diseases  Prevention  Act,  to  provide  and  maintain  suitable  carriages  for 
the  convejance  of  sick  and  diseased  persons  residing  within  their  localitj 
to  anj  hospital  or  other  place  of  destination.  The  expense  thereof  is  to 
be  deemed  an  expense  incurred  in  executing  the  said  Act,  and  conse* 
quentij  will  be  chargeable  upon  the  common  fund  in  Unions.  The 
Board  think  that  the  Legislature  intended  that  this  provision  should  not 
be  limited  to  the  period  when  the  Board  of  Guardians  are  called  upon  to 
exercise  their  duties  for  the  Prevention  of  Diseases  under  an  Order  in 
Coancil,  but  that  it  should  be  of  general  application. 

The  other  provision  is  contained  in  section  14,  and  enables  the 
Guardians  of  anj  Union  or  Parish  not  within  a  Union  to  employ  one  of 
their  medical  officers  to  inquire  and  report  upon  the  sanitary  state  of 
their  Union  or  Parish,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  pay  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  the  same  out  of  their  common  fund. 

Hitherto  the  Board  of  Guardians  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
sanitary  report,  except  as  regarded  the  poor  in  receipt  of  relief,  unless 
through  the  Yoluntary  and  gratuitous  communications  of  their  medical 
officer.  But  henceforth  they  will  be  empowered  to  employ  and  remunerate 
him  for  the  information  which  he  can  obtain  and  render  to  them  in 
peculiar  emergencies  when  this  information  may  be  of  great  value, 
either  in  dispelling  unfounded  alarms,  or  in  stimulating  to  exertion  for 
the  repression  of  local  epidemic  diseases. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  desire  to  remark,  that  except  so  far  as  this 
last  clause  extends,  the  statute  has  no  operation  in  regard  to  the  Boards 
of  Guardians  in  the  Metropolis,  inasmuch  as  it  is  expressly  provided 
that  the  Vestries  and  District  Boards  appointed  therein  under  the 
18  &  19  Vict.  c.  120.  shall  continue  to  be  the  local  authorities  for  the 
Removal  of  Nuisances,  and  for  the  execution  of  **  The  Diseases  Prevention 
Act,  1855.*' 

The  statute  contains  some  few  other  clauses^  but  they  have  no  particular 
reference  to  the  Board  of  Guardians.

ADHIKI8TRA.TION    OF   RELIEF    IN    SeVERE    WeATHER. — CORRESPOKDENCB 

with  the  Governors  and  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  St.  James, 
Westminster. 

Parochial  Office^  Poland  Street^  Oxford  Street^ 
Gentlemen,  I6th  January  1861. 

I  AX  instructed  by  the  Governors  and  Directors  of  the  Poor  to 
place  myself  in  communication  with  you  on  the  subject  of  the  severe 
distress  now  undoubtedly  prevalent  among  the  resident  poor  of  this 
parish.  This  distress,  so  far  as  relates  to  those  who  are  upon  the  relief 
books,  and  are  known  as  the  out-poor,  the  Governors  and  Directors  have 
done  their  best  to  alleviate  by  increasing  their  allowances ;  but  there  is  a 
far  more  numerous  class,  to  whom,  they  not  having  sought  parochial 
assistance,  no  such  relief  has  been  afforded,  and  it  is  as  to  the  power  of 
the  Governors  and  Directors  legally  to  apply  the  poor  rate  to  the  aid  of 
this  class  of  persons  that  they  desire  to  have  the  advantage  of  your 
opinion. 

I  beg  to  remind  you;  that  the  annual  poor  rate  is  made  upon  a  careful 
estimate  of  the  presumed  expenditure,  and  that  in  this  parish  the  autho- 
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rities  are  farther  guided  in  the  amount  to  be  raised  b^  taking  an  average 
of  the  outlay  of  the  five  last  preceding  years.     There  is  consequentlj 
seldom  but  little  at  the  service  of  the  Governors  and  Directors  wherewith 
to  discharge  any  further  liability  ;  yet,  taking  into  account  the  necessitj 
of  the  present  case,  they  feel  disposed  to  give  relief  in  bread,  soup,  and 
fuel,  and  to  charge  the  amount  so  expended  upon  the  current  year's  rate. 
In  making  this  distribution  it  would  not  be  possible  to  stop  to  investigate 
claims  beyond  some  inquiry  as  to  each  applicant's  necessities  and  residence 
in  the  parish  ;  indeed  in  dispensing  this  assistance  it  has  been  suggested 
that  no  hindrance  should  be  cast  in  the  way  of  recipients,  by  a  feeling 
that  they  would  thereby  pauperise  themselves  ;  that  the  only  requisite  to 
entitle  them  thereto  should  be  the  presentation  to  the  Governors  and 
Directors  of  a  recommendatory  paper,  filled  up  according  to  the  inclosed 
form,  and  in  fact  that  the  aid  so  given  should  be. in  no  way  registered 
as  parish  relief. 

Whether  the  Governors  and  Directors  are  legally  authorized  to  seek 
out  and  relieve  cases  of  distress  in  the  manner  proposed  they  consider  to 
be  a  question  on  which  they  may  fairly  ask  you  to  favour  them  with  an 
opinion,  and  if  that  opinion  should  be  against  the  strict  legality  of  the 
proposition,  you  will  probably  be  so  good  as  to  add,  whether,  having 
regard  to  the  present  emergency,  and  the  angry  expression  of  f(^eUng  on 
the  part  of  the  public  and  the  public  press  as  to  the  supineness  of  Metro- 
politan Boiirds  of  Guardians  in  duly  attending  to  the  wants  of  the  poor, 
the  strict  rule  of  law  may  not  be  relaxed,  and  the  suggested  distribution 
of  relief  justified  and  allowed.

Poor  Law  Boards  Whitehall^ 
Sib,  19M  January  1861. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Poor  Law  Board  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  jour  communication  of  the  16th  instant,  in  which,  by  direction  of  the 
.  GoTemors  and  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  St.  James,  Westminster,  jou 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  distress  which  prevails  among  the 
resident  poor  of  the  parish,  and  jou  request  the  advice  and  opini9i\  of 
the  Board  as  to  the  course  which  the  Governors  and  Diroctors  sl^ould 
take  with  the  view  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  poor  in  such  parish. 

The  Board  much  regret  the  severe  distress  which  exists  among  the 
resident  poor  of  the  parish  of  Saint  James,  Westminster,  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  them  to  learn  that  the  Governors  and  Directors  have  already 
taken  measures  for  the  prompt  alleviation  of  that  distress. 

The  administration  of  relief  is  regulated  in  the  parish  of  Saint  James 
by  a  Local  Act,  and  not  by  any  Order  of  the  Poor  Law  Board,  and  the 
extent  of  the  power  which  the  Governors  and  Directors  possess  to  afford 
relief  at  the  expense  of  the  poor  rates  depends  on  the  provisions  of  that 
Act,  and  of  those  of  the  1]  &  12  Victoria,  cap.  91.  s.  12.,  which  confers 
Qpon  them  all  the  powers  vested  in  Boards  of  Guardians  under  the  Poor 
Law  Amendment  Act. 

As  regards  the  poor  already  on  the  relief  books,  the  steps  which  the 
Governors  and  Directors  have  taken  to  alleviate  the  increased  wants  of 
that  class,  occasioned  by  the  present  inclement  season,  render  it  un* 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  make  any  observations  on  that  subject. 

With  regard  to  those  who  in  ordinary  times  do  not  require  assistance 
from  the  poor  rates,  but  who,  either  from  the  stoppage  of  their  usual 
means  of  employment,  or  from  other  circumstances,  are  unable  to  procure 
what  their  necessities  at  the  present  time  require,  the  Governors  and 
Directors  will  no  doubt  make  special  arrangements  for  providing  prompt 
relief. 

The  Board  are  of  opinion  that  the  vicissitudes  of  the  seasons,  which 
create  rather  a  temporary  suspension  of  work  than  an  actual  peiteanent 
diminution  of  employment,  ought  not  necessarily  to  cause  able-bodied 
persons  to  have  immediate  recourse  to  the  poor  rates ;  but  when,  through 
a  long  continuance  of  inclement  weather,  their  resources  are  exhausted, 
or  even  if,  through  improvidence,  they  should  immediately  become 
destitute,  it  will  be  the  unquestionable  duty  of  the  Governors  and 
Directors  to'  give  the  necessary  relief.  Such  relief  can,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board,  be  best  afforded  (particularly  in  the  case  of  able-bodied  single 
men)  in  the  Workhouse,  where  they  will  be  provided  with  food,  shelter, 
and  all  that  their  necessities  require.  In  cases  which  cannot  be  taken 
into  the  Workhouse,  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  a  distribution  of 
bread,  soup,  and  fuel  is  the  best  mode  in  which  out-door  relief  can  be 
administered,  and  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  such  necessaries  may 
very  properly  be  made  by  the  Governors  and  Directors,  with  whom  rests 
the  decision  as  to  whether  relief  is  required,  and  as  to  the  amount  of 
relief  proper  to  be  afforded.     The  Board,  however,  are  of  opinion  that 
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the  Governors  and  Directors  ought  not  to  give  such  relief  indiscrimi* 
nately  and  without  due  inquiry,  and  that  thej  should  appoint,  if  requisite, 
additional  officers,  who  may  assist  their  present  relieving  officers  in 
making  such  inquiries  and  distributing  such  relief  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  relief  should  also,  if  possible,  be  accompanied,  in  the  case  of  an 
able-bodied  man,  with  a  task  of  work. 

With  regard  to  the  aged  and  infirm,  the  Board  are  well  aware  that  no 
recommendation  from  them  is  needed  to  ensure  a  careful  attention  to  the 
wants  of  that  class  of  claimants,  and  that  the  Governors  and  Directors 
will  cheerfully  supply  all  that  their  necessities  and  infirmities  require. 

The  Board  direct  me  to  add,  however,  that  any  assistance  granted  by 
the  Governors  and  Directors  out  of  the  poor  rates  can  only  be  regarded 
legally  a^  parochial  relief,  and  must  render  every  person  receiving  it 
liable  to  all  the  incidents  which  the  acceptance  of  relief  brings  with  it. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  direct  me  to  state  that  the  Governors  and 
Directors  will,  in  granting  relief,  no  doubt  be  careful  to  distinguish  as  far 
as  possible  cases  of  simulated  from  cases  of  real  destitution.

Abuikistratiok  of  Kelikp  nf  severe  Weather. — Report  of  Andrew 
Doyle,  Esq.,  Poor  Law  Inspector,  to  the  Poor  Law  Board. 

1861. 

I  HAVE  already  reported  to  the  Board  generally,  that,  so  far  as  this 
district  is  concerned,  there  is  no  foundation  for  the  statement  that  *'  the 
Poor  Law  has  broken  down  ^  or  has  been  found  at  all  insufficient  to  meet 
the  distress  caused  by  the  late  inclement  weather. 

Omitting  from  the  Unions  of  my  district  the  incorporations,  from 
which  I  do  not  receive  returns,  a  comparison  of  the  state  of  pauperism  for 
the  months  of  January  1860  and  January  1861  exhibits  this  remaifcable 
result : — 

In  thirty-four  Unions  out  of  sixty  the  pauperism  appears  to  have  been 
about  stationary.  In  nineteen  Unions  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
pauperism  of  January  1861  as  compared  with  January  1860,  whUe  in  six 
only  has  there  been  an  increase. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  in  every  Union  in  my  district  the  ordinary  em- 
ployments of  the  working  classes  were  interfered  with  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  being  with  large  numbers  in  some  Unions  wholly  suspended.  It 
is  a  very  striking  fact,  that,  notwithstanding  this  great  pressure  upon  the 
resources  of  the  people,  there  should  be  only  six  Unions  out  of  sixty,  the 
returns  of  which  I  have  examined,  in  which  there  appears  to  be  an 
appreciable  increase  of  pauperism.  In  nine-tenths  of  the  Unions  of  this 
district,  therefore,  there  is  not  only  no  pretence  for  saying  that  the  Poor 
Law  has  broken  down,  but  the  facts  justify  a  reasonable  assumption  that 
improved  habits,  attributable,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  operation  of  this 
law,  have  enabled  the  labouring  classes  to  struggle  successfully  through 
a  crisis  of  long  duration  and  of  unusual  severity. 

It  is  true  that  in  several  Unions  in  which  there  has  been  no  increase  in 
the  numbers  of  poor  relieved  by  the  Guardians  there  has  been  a  large 
expenditure  of  relief  ift  charity.  From  this  fact  it  has  been  assumed  that 
the  machinery  of  the  Poor  Law  has  been  proved  to  be  inadequate  to  meet 
the  difficulty.    I  had  means  of  personally  observing  the  operation  of  the

Poor  Law  in  those  districts  in  which  the  distress  was  most  severely  felt ; 
and  in  no  Union,  I  can  confidently  say,  did  it  fail  to  afford  prompt  and 
sufficient  relief  in  all  cases  in  which  application  for  relief  was  made. 
Here  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  pauperism  and  expenditure  in  the 
six  Unions  which  exhibit  an  increase  in  January  1861  over  January  1 860 : —

The  mode  of  giving  relief  adopted  in  these  Unions  was  to  offer  work  to 
the  able-bodied  heads  of  families,  and  in  return  for  the  work  to  give  relief 
sufficient  to  maintain  the  families.  I  annex  letters  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Wolverhampton  Union  and  from  the  Master  of  the  Workhouse  detailing 
what  was  done.  This  is  one  Union  in  which  it  was  publicly  asserted 
that  **  the  law  had  broken  down/*  and  in  which  a  great  deal  of  gratuitous 
relief  was  given  by  a  committee  formed  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and 
distributing  donations.  I  visited  Wolverhampton  during  the  pressure  of 
distress,  and  could  not  ascertain  that  any  difificulty  had  been  experienced 
by  destitute  persons  in  obtaining  relief,  upon  the  condition,  in  the  case  of 
able-bodied,  of  performing  a  task  of  work.  In  Macclesfield,  Walsall,  and 
Wirral,  whic^  I  also  visited,  I  found  the  same  system  organized,  though 
in  the  two  latter  too  tardily  to  prevent  a  good  deal  of  imposition.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Wirral  Union,  writing  to  your  Board  on  the  1st  instant,  says, 
**  On  Saturday  the  19th  the  Out-door  Labour  Test  was  carried  into  full 
**  operation  at  Birkenhead,  which  was  the  means  of  greatly  reducing  the 
^  numbers  of  able-bodied  poor  who  sought  for  relief  on  account  of  the 
*'  severity  of  the  weather."  A  letter  which  I  annex  from  the  Relieving 
Officer  of  the  Walsall  Union  gives  an  account  of  the  steps  taken  by  the 
Guardians  to  relieve  the  large  number  of  able-bodied  who  had  been 
thrown  out  of  work.  He  states  that  out  of  100  who  applied  for  relief,  and 
who  were  offered  it  upon  condition  of  doing  a  task  of  work,  only  16 
availed  themselves  of  the  offer,  and  that  of  90  orders  of  admission  to  the 
Workhouse  only  three  were  accepted.  The  letter  of  the  Relieving  Officer 
of  this  Union  is  well  deserving  of  attention.  A  letter  addressed  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  same  Union  to  the  Board  states,  that  a  large  number  of  men 
vho  applied  for  relief  refused  to  take  home  a  reasonable  quantity  of 
oakum  to  pick  as  a  task  of  work  for  the  relief  given,  and  that  consequently 
they  obtained  no  relief. 

I  entertain  very  little  doubt  that  the  families  of  many  of  those  who 
refused  to  perform  a  task  of  work  for  the  relief  offei'ed  became  recipients 
of  the  public  charity.  In  two  cases  the  magistrates  committed  men  to 
gaol  for  obtaining  parochial  relief  while  in  receipt  of  ample  wages. 
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If  it  could  be  ahown  that  Boards  of  GaaTdiaas  bad  deolared  their 
inability  to  afford  relief,  or  for  any  cause  bad  refused  relief  or  imposed 
uureaaonable  terms  upon  the  giving  of  it,  it  might  with  some  show  of 
justice  be  said  that  the  administration  of  the  law  had  '*  broken  down.** 
But  in  the  six  Unions  in  which  unusual  distress  prevailed  in  thifr 
district  all  applicants  were  relieved ;  those  with  families  out  of  the  Work- 
house. The  distribution  of  public  charity  was  in  no  case  underUken, 
because  **  the  law  had  broken  down."  The  eapability  of  the  law  to  meet 
this  crisis  was  not  fully  tested.  If  it  had  been  I  see  no  reason  to  doabt 
that  every  application  for  relief  would  have  been  carefully  inquired  into^ 
and  all  cases  of  real  distress  relieved.

Enclosube  No.  1.  to  Mr.  Dotlb's  Report. 

Sir,  Wolverhampton  Unions  dXkh  January  1861. 

At  our  Board  meeting  of  4th  January  we  had  many  applications^ 
for  relief  by  able-bodied  men,  and  it  became  evident  that  if  the  frost 
continued  we  should  have  very  many  more.  The  Workhouse  was  titen 
unusuaUy  full,  and  the  Board,  therefore,  resolved  to  relieve  the  aUe* 
bpdied  labourers  by  offering  them  work  at  stoncrbreaking,  and  paying 
them  daily.  For  the  first  six  days  our  highest  number  was  8.  We  then 
rose  to  50;  in  a  few  days  to  100,  120,  150,  and  170.  We  now  found 
that  our  stock  of  unbroken  stone  would  be  worked  up  in  a  few  days,  so- 
the  pay-room  of  our  Relieving  Officer  (which  had  a  stove  in  it)  was  used  ss 
a  workroom  for  picking  oakum,  and  in  it  we  employed  120  men,  the  most 
robust  being  still  employed  in  the  stone  yard.  Another  room  was  marked 
out  for  oakum  picking.  Permission  was  sought  and  obtained  to  break  up 
for  road-mending  some  large  heaps  of  furnace  cinders.  More  hammers, 
shovels,  barrows,  he.  were  quickly  procured,  and  rough  stone  for  breaking 
was  ordered  by  the  first  available  means  into  our  stone  yard. 

As  oakum-picking  yielded  to  us  scarce  any  profit,  the  men  were  set  to 
stone-breaking  so  soon  as  we  had  material  sufficient  to  employ  them,  and 
the  thaw  coming  on  the  cinder-heaps  were  not  wanted. 

Before  the  thaw  most  of  our  men  were  bricklayers'  labourers,  who  are 
now  mostly  at  their  regular  employment.  We  have  still  about  70  at 
work,  mostly  labourers  about  the  ironworks,  and  farm  labourers.  Our 
pay  now  varies  from  SdL  to  Is.  6d.  according  to  family,  &c 

A  considerable  subscription  was  raised  for  the  relief  of  the  distress, 
bread  and  oatmeal  being  generally  the  form  of  relief!  We  are  not  aware 
that  this  had  any  influence  upon  the  numbers  seeking  relief  from  us ;  our 
numbers  in  fact  continued  to  rise  while  this  voluntary  relief  was  being 
distributed. 

The  conduct  of  the  men  was  good  throughout,  the  labour  was  steadilj 
performed,  and  though  the  pay  was  very  small  it  was  generally  accepted 
in  a  proper  spirit.  Throughout  the  wbole  period  no  one  was  refused 
employment,  and  if  our  stock  of  stone  had  been  adequate  to  the  emer- 
gency the  return  from  the  labour  would  have  repaid  a  large  part  of  the 
relief  given. 

To  institute  on  an  emergency  employment  for  so  many  men  required 
much  energy  on  the  part  of  our  Board,  and  to  superintend  it  was  required 
much  willing  labour  by  our  usual  staff  of  officers,  who  managed  from 
first  to  last  without  extra  assistance.

Sis,  2d  February  1861. 

In  compliance  with  your  request  for  information  respecting  the 
recent  distress  in  this  Union,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  Guardians  at  their 
meeting  on  the  4th  ultimo^  finding  that  on  account  of  the  severe  frost  and 
a  depression  in  the  general  trade  of  the  district  the  number  of  applications 
on  the  Believing  Officer's  books  from  able-bodied  men  out  of  work  were 
becoming  numerous,  thej  at  once  determined  to  afford  such  class  of 
applicants  relief  out  of  the  Workhouse^  and  to  open  a  stonevard  on  the 
Workhouse  premises,  where  the  men  should  be  required  to  break  stone 
as  a  test  of  destitution,  the  men  to  be  relieved  each  daj  according  to  the 
work  done  and  the  number  of  children  dependant  upon  them  ;  the  smallest 
sum  per  daj  being  1«. ;  the  largest  28. 

The  stoneyard  was  opened  the  same  day,  and  six  men  commenced  work, 
the  number  increasing  in  the  course  of  a  week  to  50,  and  in  a  few 
days  afterwards  to  170,  the  highest  number  at  work  at  one  time.  The 
change  in  the  weather  graduaUy  reduced  the  numbers  up  to  Saturday  the 
26th  ult.  to  140,  and  on  the  following.  Monday  to  60.  This  number  has 
again  increased  to  90,  the  number  relieved  tonlay. 

The  total  number  of  men  thus  employed  and  relieved  has  been  to  this 
date  278«  36  of  these  only  stood  the  test  one  day,  and  23  only  two  days ; 
the  others  ranging  from  2  to  29  days»  i.e.,  up  to  the  present  time.  All 
applications  are  made  to  the  Relieving  Officers  in  the  usual  manner,  who, 
after  inquiry,  and  entry  of  the  case,  give  an  order  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Labour  to  set  the  men  to  work«  Each  evening  I  call  over  the  Ust, 
examine  the  work,  and  enter  each  man's  relief  opposite  his  name,  and  the 
Believing  Officer  then  pays  the  money*  During  part  of  the  time^  for 
want  of  stone,  the  men  were  employed  at  oakum  picking. 

The  highest  number  of  inmates  in  the  Workhouse  has  been  660  ;  more 
than  at  any  former  period,  except  for  a  very  short  time  in  the  winter  of 
1857-68,  when  the  highest  number  was  670. 

No  person  has  applied  for  relief  without  his  application  being  promptly 
attended  to,  and  the  necessary  relief  afforded,  and  no  applicant  in  distress 
from  the  causes  first  mentioned  has  been  ordered  into  the  Workhouse. 

Little  or  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  thus  relieving  all  appli- 
cants, and,  with  the  exception  of  an  assistant  to  the  Relieving  Officer  of 
the  Woverhampton  district  for  a  short  time,  this  has  been  done  by  the 
usaal  staff  of  officers. 

These  arrangements  having  been  decided  upon  sufficiently  early,  and  so 
quickly  carried  out,  the  distress  in  this  Union  has  been  fairly  and 
efficiently  relieved,  no  well-grounded  complaint  (if  any)  having  been  made 
to  the  contrary.  One  good  effect  of  these  arrangements,  and  their  being 
made  early,  has  been  to  draw  the  well-disposed  sufferers  out  of  the  streets, 
and  thus  prevent  the  idle,  disorderly,  and  hereditary  pauper  class  joining, 
and  making  use  of  numbers  of  hard-working  men  for  their  own  benefit,  by 
raising  a  clamour,  and  exaggerating  the  distress,  in  order  the  more  easily 
to  impose  upon  the  public,  and  obtain  indiscriminate  relief. 

The  numbers  submitting  to  the  test  for  one  and  two  days  only  prove  the 
value  and  necessity  as  also  the  efficiency  of  the  test. 

The  conduct  of  the  men  throughout  has  been  very  good ;  the  large 
majority  who  were  really  destitute,  and  unable  to  obtain  employment,  have 
willingly  and  steadily  applied  themselves  to  work,  new  to  most  of  them,  in 
a  very  deserving  manner,  and  thankfully  received  the  small  sum  paid  at  the 
end  of  a  day's  labour,  more  laborious  to  many  of  them  than  ordinary 
callings. 
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I  have  to  apologise  that  the  preasare  of  duties  has  preyented  me 
answering  jonr  note  so  soon  as  I  otherwise  should  have  done.

I  BEG  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  letter  of  the  29th  instant, 
and  regret  that  my  duties  yesterday  prevented  me  from  answering  it  by 
return  of  post. 

In  reply  to  your  first  inquiry  as  to  the  extent  of  the  distress,  I  hare  to 
report  that  ahout  480  ahle-bodied  men  have  received  relief  during  the  last 
five  weeks,  and  that  the  cost  of  such  out-door  relief  will  amount  to  about 
200/.  You  will  see  from  the  Form  A.  return  the  great  increase  aa  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year. 

In  reference  to  your  second  inquiry,  as  to  the  arrangements  made  to  meet 
it,  and  the  effects  of  such  arrangements,  I  have  to  say,  that  the  Guardians, 
until  Wednesday  the  23d  instant^  could  not  make  arrangements  to  employ 
the  men.  The  committee  then  determined  to  set  them  to  oakum-picking, 
to  be  given  out  at  the  Workhouse  in  quantities  according  to  the  number  of 
their  families,  to  be  picked  at  their  own  homes,  and  to  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  2d.  per  pound.  I  issued  the  orders  for  work,  and  paid  the  men  the  fol- 
lowing night,  when  it  was  brought  in.  I  may  add  that  the  scale  of  relief 
was  such  as  to  enable  a  man,  with  wife  and  five  or  six  children,  to  obtain 
about  I2s.  per  week ;  and  a  calculation  was  made  that  even  at  this  liberal 
scale  of  relief  about  1,000  persons  could  be  relieved  weekly  at  a  cost  of 
SSL  It  is  only  fair  to  state  that  "  the  thaw  "  had  commenced  before  this 
had  fully  come  into  operation,  and  that  therefore  many  of  them  had  com- 
menced work  again  ;  but  I  think  it  is  a  striking  proof  of  the  good  effects 
of  the  Labour  Test,  that  out  of  about  100  men  that  applied  last  meeting  of 
the  Board  for  a  continuation  of  relief*  and  were  instructed  to  come  to  me 
in  the  afternoon  for  orders  to  work,  16  only  of  that  number  availed  them- 
selves of  the  offer,  and  8  of  those  on  the  following  night  declined  taking 
more,  stating  "  that  the^f  hoped  to  get  worh  on  the  Monday  morning^*  And 
this  day  there  are  only  6  who  have  the  oakum  out,  though  I  have  still 
during  this  present  week  had  many  applications  for  relief,  stating  that 
they  could  not  get  work. 

In  reference  to  your  third  request,  I  have  to  observe  that  the  29th 
ultimo  was  the  date  of  my  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  the  first 
lot  of  able-bodied  cases  (about  15  in  number).  I  suggested  on  that  day 
that  orders  of  admission  to  the  Union  Workhouse  should  be  the  test  given, 
as  I  considered  it  was  too  soon  to  give  out-door  relief ;  the  Board,  how- 
ever, declined  to  act  upon  my  suggestion,  and  the  following  week  the 
number  of  that  class  had  increased  to  40.  I  further  stated  that  I  felt 
sure  that  such  increase  was  partly  owing  to  the  fact  of  relief  having  been 
given  the  previous  week,  and  suggested  that  work  of  some  kind  should  be 
given  as  a  test  of  destitution.  The  Board  could  not  then  ^x  upon 
any  kind  of  work,  and  still  availed  themselves  of  '*  Article  14  of  the  Labour 
Test  Order."  The  following  week  the  number  of  applications  amounted 
to  180  (the  day  vou  attended  the  Board),  and  a  committee  then  appointed 
tq  ascertain  the  best  kind  of  work  to  be  given.  The  gravel  hole  spoken 
of  proved  to  be  far  too  small,  for  not  more  than  30  or  40  men  could  have 
been  set  to  work  at  first ;  and  I  recommended  that  utiless  a  proper  place 
could  bo  found  where  a  true  and  efiicient  test  of  labour  could  really  be 
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carried  oat»  it  would  be  better  not  to  commence  it  at  all.  OiAter  difficoltiea 
also  presented  themselves  m  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the 
land,  and  that  project  was  abandoned ;  and  the  committee  determined  to 
set  them  to  pick  oakum,  in  the  manner  I  have  before  stated.  *I  feel  quite 
convinced  that  had  a  test  of  work  been  given  in  the  first  instance  the 
pressure  would  not  have  reached  anything  like  the  extent  it  has,  and  it 
must  be  regretted  that  a  mode  of  employment  was  not  then  available  or 
carried  into  effect  sooner,  both  in  justice  to  the  ratepayers  and  the  poor 
themselves,  for  I  feel  certain  that  a  considerable  sum  would  have  been 
saved,  and  that  many  who  have  now  become  paupers  would  not  have 
applied  if  it  had  been  generally  known  that  work  must  be  done  before 
relief  was  afforded. 

In  speaking  of  the  test  of  the  Workhouse  in  the  former  part  of  this 
letter  I  ought  to  have  stated,  that  during  one  week  I  gave  orders  of 
admission  for  upwards  of  90  persons,  of  whom  only  3  went  in.  I  fear  that 
the  effects  of  the  pressure  will  long  be  felt^  and  we  have  already  a  great 
addition  upon  the  medical  books. 

I  trust  that  I  have  sufficiently  answered  your  inquiries,  and  if  you  should 
desire  any  further  information,  I  shall  only  be  too  happy  to  give  it  to  the 
best  of  my  ability.

Enclosube  No.  4.  to  Mb.  Dotle's  Repobt. 

Wirral  Union^  Relieving  Office^  Birkenhead^ 
8/A  February  1861. 
Employment  for  labourers  in  this  locality  is  principally  of  an  out-door 
character,  viz. : — 

1st.  In  loading  and  discharging  vessels. 

2d.  In  excavating  for  docks  and  other  public  works. 

3d.  In  the  building  trades  generally. 

The  men  employed  by  shippers,  besides  being  liable  to  be  out  of  work 
from  the  same  cause  as  otlier  labourers,  are  often  stopped,  firstly,  by  a 
continuance  of  easterly  winds  which  prevent  vessels  entering  the  river  ; 
secondly,  by  a  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  coal,  which  forms  an  important 
branch  of  the  trade  of  this  place.  In  consequence  of  recent  alterations 
in  the  docks  these  men  had  been  only  casually  employed  for  a  consider- 
able time  to  the  commencement  of  the  late  frost,  and  were  but  ill  prepared 
for  such  a  visitation  ;  they  must,  however,  have  practised  considerable 
economy,  as  they  were  amongst  the  later  applicants  for  relief.  When  in 
full  work  their  earnings  are  St.  9d,  to  4j.  per  day. 

The  earnings  of  labourers  employed  in  excavations  are  less  (averaging 
2«.  %d,  per  day),  consequently  they  have  not  the  same  opportunity  of  saving 
as  others,  and  of  course  have  a  better  reason  for  applying  for  relief.  On 
the  whole,  these  men  when  in  employment  support  their  families  in  much 
greater  comfort  than  either  of  the  other  classes  I  have  alluded  to. 

Men  connected  with  the  building  trades,  such  as  hod  carriers,  &c.,  had 
an  equal  opportunity  with  the  other  classes  of  laying  up  a  trifle,  but  on 
this  as  on  former  occasions  they  had  totally  neglected  doing  this. 

As  a  class,  the  latter  persons  are  the  most  improvident  and  debased  of 
any  that  I  come  into  contact  with.  While  earning  large  wages  in  the 
sammer  they  will  strike  on  the  slightest  pretence,  and  the  moment  that 
they  or  their  families  are  attacked  by  sickness,  or  when  some  similar 
calamity  overtakes  them,  they  have  no  alternative  but  to  become  applicants 
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for  relief.  A  jgreat  number  of  these  men  are  in  the  habit  of  forestalling 
their  earnings  bj  obtaining  provisions,  &a  from  small  shopkeepers  oa 
Qredit,  but  always  contrive  (after  paying  their  rent)  to  reserve  sufficient 
money  to  purchase  drink,  in  the  indulgence  of  which  they  are.  genenliy 
associated  with  their  wives. 

During  the  frost  the  '^  Masons  Union "  acted  in  a  very  discreditable 
manner  by  refusing  to  allow  men  connected  with  their  "Union"  the 
privilege  of  supporting  their  families  by  working  for  less  than  a  full  day's 
''  wage,"  regardless  of  the  amount  of  work  they  would  be  enabled  to 
perform  in  consequence  of  the  stone  being  frozen.  As  an  evidence  of 
this  I  have  attached  to  this  report  a  letter  I  received  from  an  exteosiTe 
employer  in  this  town.* 

The  fact  of  these  different  classes  of  labourers  being  out  of  empbj- 
ment  was  at  once  evident,  sipce  they  could  not  follow  their  occupations 
during  the  frost.  The  Workhouse  being  full,  and  there  not  being  any 
out-door  labour  test  available  at  the  time,  out-door  relief  could  alone  meet 
the  cases.  £ven  had  there  been  sufficient  accommodation  in  the  House, 
these  parties  were  not  subjects  to  be  tested  by  it  It  would  indeed  have 
been  cruel  to  have  asked  them  to  break  up  their  homes,  and  thus  rain 
their  future  prospects,  and  destroy  that  spirit  of  independence  which  has 
sprung  up  during  the  last  seven  years  amongst  the  labouring  classes  in 
this  neighbourhood.  Under  these  circumstances  out-door  relief  was 
given  in  the  following  manner. 

Applications  were  required  to  be  made  between  the  hours  of  nine  in 
the  morning  and  two  in  the  afternoon  by  the  male  head  of  each  family  \ 
he  was  afterwards  visited  at  his  own  residence,  and  the  necessary  amount 
of  relief  fixed.  At  six  in  the  evening,  one  or  more  members  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  attended  at  the  Believing  Office  to  meet  the  different 
applicants,  hesur  the  officers  report  on  each  case,  and  see  the  relief  given 
or  refused,  as  the  case  might  be. 

The  number  of  the  labouring  classes  affected  by  the  severity  of  the 
weather  was  about  seven  hundred,  as  nearly  as  I  can  estimate. 

In  the  winter  of  1869-60  a  subscription  was  raised  here  for  benevolent 
purposes,  but  it  not  being  needed  the  amount  was  placed  in  the  bank,  and 
on  the  commencement  of  the  late  frost  the  committee  at  once  proceeded 
to  distribute  it  to  persons  recommended  by  the  subscribers  and  others. 
Large  sums  were  also  collected  to  augment  the  fund,  the  parties  contri- 
buting being  impressed  with  the  idea  that  by  sq  doing  they  would  be  able 
to  provide  against  an  alleged  deficiency  in  the  Poor  Law,  and  supply  a^ 
class  of  persons  who  would  not  apply  to  the  Guardians  for  relief. 

*  The  Letter  referred  to  is  dated  12th  January  1861,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

"  Tou  are  aware  that  masons  cannot  earn  their  wages  in  the  time  of  frost  in  conse- 
quence of  the  stone  being  frozen,  yet  it  is  not  frozen  so  much  that  it  oannot  be  worked 
to  a  certain  extent. 

"  On  Batarday  last  some  of  the  masons  in  my  employ  made  a  proposhiQii  to  me, 
tbrongh  my  foreman,  to  commence  work  at  9  o*olock  in  the  morning  and  work  andl 
dark,  for  which  they  would  be  satisfied  with  half  a  day's  pay,  as  they  said  they  were 
anxious  to  earn  something  for  their  families.  To  this  I  consented,  and  it  was  arranged  that 
they  should  commence  on  the  Monday  morning. 

"  On  Monday  I  found  there  were  none  of  them  working,  and  on  inquiry  I  learned 
that  the  club  had  threatened  that  if  they  commenoed  cm  those  terms  they  would  fiae  each 
of  them  two  pounds,  and  had  ordered  that  if  they  worked  at  all  it  most  be  for  a  M 
day's  pay,  notwithstmding  the  state  of  the  stone,  and  the  starring  position  of  the  mea 
and  their  fiuniiies. 

^  Howerer,  on  Wednesday  four  of  them  commenced  work,  but  owing  to  a  prewue 
being  brought  to  bear  upon  them  by  the  club  they  all  left  off  on  Friday  at  noon. 

"  X  would  haye  made  this  the  subject  of  an  inTestigation  before  the  magistrates  on  a 
charge  of  intimidation,  but  I  found  I  would  haye  great  difficulty  in  proTing  the  cssfl^ 
owing  to  the  fear  entertained  by  the  men  of  the  club." 
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The  frost  set  in  on  the  17th  of  December,  and  bread,  &c.  was  given 
out  to  applicants  on  the  19th,  and  in  consequence  of  the  very  indiscri* 
minste  wfiy  in  wkiob  it  was  distributed  a  great  clamour  was  raised, 
and  the  shope  of  tradesmen  were  thronged  by  men  and  women  seeking 
recommendatioQ8»  numbers  of  them  being  totiJly  unknown  to  those  thej 
applied  to. 

Occasionallj  persons  who  had  been  recommended  were  refused  relief 
in  conaequence  of  the  number  df  notes  given  by  the  subscriber,  and  at 
the  same  time  others  were  relieved  owing  to  the  position  of  the  parties 
who  had  recommended  them,  both  modes  showing  an  entire  disregard 
to  the  necessities  of  the  applicants.   ' 

A  great  amount  of  dissatisfaction  was  exhibited  by  the  public  gene- 
rally,  and  ultimately  it  was  discovered,  that  the  committee  had  been 
feeding  the  wrong  persons,  thus  proving  that  stray  charity  is  insufficient 
to  meet  exigeneies  of  this-  character. 

.  It  was  aho. found  that  the  wives  of  many  of  the  men  who  had  been 
applicants  at  the  Relieving.  Offioe  were  daily  receiving  food  from  this* 
committee,  and  at,  therefore,  became  necessary  to.  test  the  applications 
made  here,  and  I  accordingly  made  arrangements  with  the  *'  Road  and 
Improvement  Oommissioners"  of  Birkenhead  to  supply  a:quantity  of  stone- 
to  be  broken  into  macadam^  The  conditions  were»  that  the  stone  was  to 
be  carted  to  the  yard  at  the  back  of  the  Relieving  Office»  and  when  broken 
removed  free  of  charge ';  thus  no  profit  was  derived  by  the  Guardians. 

We  began .  to  give  out-door  relief  on  tlie  24th  of  December,  And  in 
the  first  .week  afterwards  262  men,  256  women,  and  755  children  were 
relieved  at  a  cost  of  50/.  8«.  In  the  two  following  weeks  372  men,  359* 
women,  and  1,010  children  were  also  relieved  at  a  cost  of  96/.  10«.  8^. 
I  should  observe  that  during  these  three  weeks  we  had  no  labour  test, 
but  throughout  the  next  two  weeks  it  was  in  full  operation,  and  119 
men  with  families,  consisting  of  107  women  and  281  children,  accepted 
employment  at  a  cost  of  25L  Is,  1^,.  making  a  difierence  of  71/.  9s,  Id, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  two  weeks,  thus  showing  the  effect  of 
the  test  as  a  means  of  reducing  the  expenditure. 

,It  may  be  worthy  of  note,  that  out  of  50  applicants  for  relief  who 
were  in  the  yard  at  one  time,  only  5  accepted  the  employment  offered 
to  them. 

The  men  were  required  to  work  from  eight  in  the  morning  until 
three  in  the  afternoon,  at  which  hour  they  were  paid  (in  kind)  at  the 
rate  of  Is,  per  day  for  a  married  man  with  no  family ;  where  there 
were  two  children  \s.  4£/.,  four  children  \s.  8c/.,  and  six  children  2s,  per 
day.  The  highest  number  of  men  who  went  to  work  on  any  one  day 
was  60,  and  the  lowest  14. 

What  I  have  observed  on  this  occasion  has  fully  confirmed  my  pre- 
vious opinion,  that  the  labour  test  offers  an  opportunity  to  the  person 
applying  fo/ relief  of  exhibiting  his  independence  by  giving  his  labour 
in  exchange  for  his  family's  support,  and  I  am  also  satisfied  that  this 
test  is  not  more  valuable  as  a  check  upon  imposition  than  it  is  for  its 
moral  influence.  Considering  the  different  causes  operating  so  as  ta 
frequently  throw  labourers  in  this  locality  out  of  employment,  I  think 
it  will  be  apparent  that  the  Guardians  ought  not  at  any  time  to  be 
without  the  means  of  giving  employment  to  them  in  some  such  way  as 
has  in  the  present  instance  been  resorted  to.

Irremovable  Poor. — ^Report  of  the  Select  Coxmittbe  appointed 
on  the  operation  of  the  Act  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  66.,  which  enacts 
that  no  Poor  Person  shall  be  Rkkotable  who  shidl  have  resided 
Fiye  Years  in  any  Parish,  and  of  the  Acts  10  &  11  Vict,  c  110., 
and  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  110.,  which  enact  that  the  Relief  given  to 
such  Irremotable  Persons  shall  be  charged  npon  the  Common 
Fond  of  the  Union. 

Resolutions. 

1.  That  the  operation  of  the  Act  (9  h  10  Vict.  c.  66.)  is  beneficial 
to  the  poor  in  mitigating  the  hardships  necessarilj  incidental  to  any 
law  of  removal. 

2.  That  the  period  of  residence,  in  order  to  acquire  a  statas  of 
irremovabilitj  (if  that  status  be  continued),  may,  with  advantage  to 
the  poor,  be  reduced  from  five  years  to  three. 

3.  That  the  area  of  residence  necessary  for  acquiring  a 'status  of 
irremovability  (if  that  status  be  continued)  may  also^  with  advantage 
to  the  poor,  be  extended  from  the  parish  to  the  whole  Union. 

4.  That  orphan  children,  who  may  on  the  death  of  their  surviving 
parent  be  removable,  shall 'have  the  status  of  irremovability  which 
their  surviving  parent  may  have  acquired. 

6.  That  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  such  lunatics  in  asylums  as 
are  now  chargeable  to  a  parish  within  a  Union  should  be  charged  on 
the  common  fund  of  such  Union. 

6.  That  the  contributions  of  parishes  in  Unious  to  the  common  fund 
should  be  based  upon  a  consideration  of  the  annual  rateable  value,  and 
the  amount  of  the  population  combined  in  one  sum,  by  adding  the 
amount  of  the  population,  according  to  the  last  census,  to  the  amount 
of  the  parochial  assessment,  and  by  taking  the  result  as  the  assessment 
in  pounds  sterling. 

The  Committee  desire  further  to  report,  that  during  this  inquiry 
evidence  has  been  submitted  to  them  of  some  peculiar  evils  which 
attend  the  removal  of  Irish  poor  when  chargeable  in  England.  These 
chiefiy  relate  to  the  mode  and  form  of  conducting  removals,  and 
they  would,  doubtless,  be  lessened  by  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing 
Resolutions,  as  greater  facilities  of  becoming  irremovable  (by  limiting 
the  period  and  extending  the  area  of  residence)  would  be  afforded  to 
the  poor. 

The  Committee,  however,  in  order  to  prevent  entirely  the  recurrence 
of  the  evils  referred  to,  would  strongly  recommend  that  legislative 
effect  should  be  given  to  the  following  precautions ;  viz.— 

(a.)  That  no  warrant  shall  be  issued  for  the  remqval  of  any 
poor  person  from  England  to  Ireland,  except  by  justices  assembled 
at  a  petty  session,  or  by  a  stipendiary  magistrate. 

(b.)  That  the  said  justices  or  magistrate  shall  not  issue  the 
warrant  without  seeing  the  head  of  the  family  to  be  removed, 
and  being  satisfied  that  each  of  the  parties  sought  to  be  removed 
is  in  such  a  state  of  health  as  not  to  be  liable  to  injury  by 
removal. 

(c.)  That  a  statement  to  this  effect  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
warrant,  with  the  name  and  age  of  every  child  under  the  age  of 
16  years  so  ordered  to  be  removed,  together  with  the  name  of  the 
place  where  the  justices  find  the  pauper  to  have  been  bom  or  to 
have  resided. 
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(d.)  That  during  the  winter  months  no  woman,  or  child 
under  the  age  of  14,  shall  be  sent  across  the  Channel  as  a  deck 
passenger. 

(e.)  That  in  all  cases  of  remoral  of  Irish  paupers,  the  removing 
pariah  shall  be  bound  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  removal  of  any 
person  ordered  to  be  removed  to  the  place  in  Ireland  which,  upon 
evidence  before  the  justices,  shall  appear  to  be  the  place  of  birth 
or  residence  of  such  person. 

(f.)  That  a  copj  of  the  warrant  and  the  depositions  shall  be 
sent,  if  required,  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  in  Ireland  of  the 
Union  to  which  the  removal  is  to  be  made. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  opinion  that  the  Laws  of 
Settlement  and  Removal  should  receive  the  early  attention  of  the 
Legislature.

Lar^pxo-  Four-jifthi  of  the  expenditure,  described  in  the  last  Table  as  for 
£penditure  "  -^  oth^r  Purposes,"  consists  of  payments  which  have  no  connexion 
for  purposes  whatever  )with  relief  to  the  poor.  This  part  of  the  Poor  Rate  Expes- 
ne^l'with  diture,  which  is  foreign  to  the  object'  originally,  contemplated  in  the 
'^^^  enactment  of  the  rate,  has  greatly  increased  since  the  passing  of  the 

Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  in  1 834,  in  consequence  of  the  imposition 
of  new  and  the  augmentation  of  old  charges.  The  next  Table  ex- 
hibits, separately,  all  the  charges  referred  to,  so  far  as  the  returns 
permit.  The  heaviest  item  is  the  disbursement  in  respect  of  the 
"  County,  Hundred,  or  Borough  Rate,  or  Police  Rate.*  The  charge 
under  these  Ircads  has  nearly  trebled  in  twenty-six  years.

Memorandum  as  to  the  Abrangembnt  of  the  Weekly  Retubks 

of  Paupebism. 

The  Returns  of  the  Number  of  Paupers  relieved  on  the  Uut  day  of 
each  Week  do  not  include  the  "  Lunatic  Paupers  in  Asylums  and  Licensed 
Houses/  nor  the  number  of  '' Vagrants"  relieved.  These  classes  form 
onlj  a  small  portion  of  the  entire  pauperism  of  the  country.  According 
to  the  latest  Returns  (Ist  January  1860),  the  number  contained  in  the 
two  classes  was  2 '  2  per  cent  of  the  total  pauperism. 

The  Pauper  Lunatics  in  Asylums  are  not  generally  subject  to  variations 
in  number  to  the  same  degree  as  the  other  classes  of  Paupers,  and  the 
number  of  Vagrants  relieved  by  the  Unions  throughout  the  country  has 
become  too  small  to  need  a  return  so  frequently  as  once  a  week.  These 
considerations  led  to  the  exclusion  of  the  two  classes. 

There  are  at  present  14,736*  parishes  in  England  and  Wales  maintaining 
or  liable  to  maintain  their  own  poor :  returns  of  pauperism  are  received 
weekly  in  respect  of  14,450  of  that  number ;  286  parishes^  incorporated 
tinder  Gilbert's  Act^  or  still  under  the  provisions  of  the  43d  Elizabeth, 
make  no  return  of  the  number  of  paupers  which  they  relieve.

1.  The  Statistics  of  Fauper  Insanity  contained  in  this  paper  hare 
been  compiled  from  the  lists  of  **  Lunatics,  Idiots,  and  other  Persons 
of  Unsound  Mind,"  who  were  chargeable  to  the  Poor  Rates  on  the 
1st  January  1860.  These  lists  are  made  out  annually  by  the  Clerks 
to  the  Guardians  and  transmitted  to  the  Poor  Law  Board,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  16  &  17  Vict.  c.  97.  s.  64.,  and  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  Schedule  D.  of  that  Statute. 

2.  Returns  have  been  received  from  646*  Unions  and  Single 
Parishes  under  Boards  of  Guardians  ;  the  Population  of  these  places, 
according  to  the  Census  of  1851,  is  17,670,938  ;  but,  estimated  to  the 
1st  January  1860,  it  is  19,645,000.
